GETWEEN. BATTLESHIP 
FUNERAL YACHT PASSES 


Broadsides Thundered and Bands 
Sounded Funeral Marches as 
Procession Moved—Royal 
Mourners Walked to 
Pier at Cowes. 


London, February 2.—Half a million of 
the late Queen Victoria’s devoted subjects 
lining the shores of the Solent yesterday 
witnessed a majestic and an awe-inspir- 
ing pageant and bade a last farewell to 
their beloved ruler. All who witnessed 
the function testify to the profound emo- 
tion it inspired and agree that the spéc- 
tacle could not have been surpassed for 
splendor and solemn effect. 

The dominant note in the whole scene 
was its grand simplicity, and, so far as 
human utterance was concerned, its si- 
lence. The sad procession glided along in 
beautiful order and precision as though 
roved by some hidden power. No incli- 
dent of any kind occurred to mar its 
stately beauty. The weather was tradi- 
tional “‘queen’s weather.” The ‘‘queen 
of the seas’’ was careied across the wa- 
ters to the accompaniment of minute guns 
and military music—a picture which will 
live in history. 

If the elements should prove equally 
favorable today, which, at the moment of 
cabling—3 a. m.—seems somewhat doubt- 
ful, the millions of the metropolis will 
render their even grander military tribute 
to the queen who desired to be buried 
as a soldier’s daughter. Thousands of 
troops are now marching into London to 
breakfast hurriedly preparatory to tak- 
ing their places on the line of march. 
With this peaceful military invasion is an 
equally large civilian invasion from the 
provinces and abroad 

It was next to impossible last evening 
to obtain a bedroom in any west end ho- 
tel; and, until quite a late hour, visftors 
were eagerly searching all along the route 


for windows and seats, held at exorbitant ' 


prices, to view the procession. 


Crawde of péedple are standing in the 


early hours of the morning watching the 
army of workmen who are putting the 
final touches to the somber decorations 
and the other preparations. 
Naval Pagenant at Cowes. 
Cowes, February 1.—The body of Queen 
Victoria was borne this afternoon from 


its quiet resting place in Osborne house | 


to Portsmouth. the heart of England's 
navy. The half hundred fighting ships 
fired their broadsides and minute guns 
and over the still waters, between the roll 
of the six-pounders, came strains of 
Chopin and Beethoven’s funeral marches. 
The crews stood silently along the decks, 
and the flags, drooped half way down the 
halyards. 

Past the most powerful fleet England 
could muster quickly, past the Hohen- 
zollern, the huge, though cumbersome 
Camperdown, the Rodney and the Ben- 
bow, on through the line of British bat- 
tleships, till Japan’s Hatsuse, the big- 
gest warship in the world, was left astern 
and the German Baden was beam to 

* beam with Vice Admiral Sir Harry Holds- 
worth Rawson’s splendid flagship, the Ma- 
jestic, of the channel squadron, the naval 
funeral procession slowly steamed. Ahead 
were eight destroyers. Paddling leisurely 
‘after them was the royal yacht Alberta, 
half screened by the awning on the poop, 
the royal coffin placed on a crimson dais, 
whose drawn curtains lef{ free to view 

the magnificent casket and robes. 

Close by was the Trinity house yacht 
Irene, watching the course, while in the 
wake of the coffin came the royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert, with King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra and the English 
royal family; the royal yacht Osborne, 
with other royal personages; the imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern, with Emperor Wil- 
liam, the duke and duchess of Connaught 
and others; the admiralty yacht En- 
chantress and a Trinity house yacht with 
officials on board. 

The main squadron of battleships and 
cruisers were moored two and a half ca- 
bles apart, in one line, extending from 
Cowes to Spithead. 

The foreign war vessels were moored 

southwest of the British ships in the or- 
der of their arrival and alongside of 
them were moored eight British gun- 
boats. 
| Between the Battleships. 
' After leaving Trinity pier the Alberta, 
with her attendant escort, steamed along 
the deep channel between the coast of the 
Isle of Wight and the single line of bat- 
tleships and cruisers. 

. The main line was as follows, beginning 
at Cowes: 

The Alexandra, Camperdown, Rodney, 
Benbow, Collingwood, Colossus, Sanspa- 
reil, Nile, Howe, Melampus, Severn, Gala- 
tea, Rellon, Pactolus, Pelorus, Diana, 
Conqueror, Arrogant, Minerva, Niobe. 
Hero, Hood, Trafalgar, Resolution, Jupi- 
ter, Hannibal, Mars, Prince George and 
Majestic. 

After the procession had passed the Ma- 
jestic and the ships in the Solent and at 
Cowes ceased firing, the forts and ships 
in Portsmouth harbor commenced firing 
minute guns, continuing until the Alberta 
was alongside the wharf. The ships were 
manned and the guards and bands pa- 
raded. All the sea front was manned. 
Then when the Majestic was left astern 
the Alberta was moored at 4:40 p. m. for 
the night.

UNTINGTON HOLDINGS 
HAVE BEEN PURCHASED 


Rockefeller, Vanderbilt and Gould 
Are in with Harriman—Deal 
Is Merely Another Move in 
the Community of In- 
terest Policy. 


New York, February 1.—Another ,rail- 
road transaction, reaching, it is believed, 
much further in its ultimate results than 
any of the deals which have thus far 
marked the closing of the old and the 
beginning of the new century, became 
known just a few minutes before the 
closing of the market this afternoon, 
when the transfer of the control of the 
Southern Pacific company into the hands 
of a syndicate in which Unton Pacific 
interests predominate, was announced. 
The transaction completes the last link 
necessary for the establishment of a 
trans-continental railroad under a singlé 
control. This control is at present vested 
in E. H. Harriman. The new route in- 
cludes the following lines, in all of which, 
except the Southern Pacific, Mr. Harri- 
man is officially connected: 

Starting at San Francisco, running over 
the Central Pacific end of the Southern 
Pacific direct to Ogden: thence first over 
the Union Pacific to Kansas City. and 
thence over the Chicago and Alton to 
Chicago, or, second, over the Union Pa- 
cific to Omaha and thence over the Du- 
buque and Sioux City branch of the IIli- 
nois Central direct to Chicago, where the 
Baitimore and Ohio connects direct to the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

The control of the Southern Pacific. just 
transferred tmcludes the large holdings 
controlled by Speyer & Co, and also the 

“pectred 
for these holdings is not known. James 
Speyer, when questioned, would make 
only the following concise statement: 


““‘We have received a satisfactory offer 
for our holdings of Southern Pacific stock 
and have accepted it.’’ 


Huntington Holdings Acquired. 


From a reliable source, however, it may 
be stated that holdings of the Huntington 
estate in the Southern Pacific have been 
acnuired by the same interests which 
putchased the Speyer stock, and that the 
two blocks in connection with recent pur- 
chases in the open market, which have 
been responsible for the sharp advance 
in Southern Pacific securities, have given 
the purchasers a working control of the 
Southern Pacific company. 

The statement that Union Pacific Har- 
riman interests predominate in the syn- 
dicate may be made on authority. The 
syndicate is composed, in the first place, 
of the capitalists who have been behind 
E. H. Harriman, including Kuhn, ‘Loeb 
& Co., who, it will be recalled, have very 
close relations with the Pennsylvania 
railroad interests, and second, the Rocke- 
feller interests, represented by the Na- 
tional City bank. 


There is good authority for saying that 


y the Huntington stocks were secured some 


weeks ago. The amount of such hold- 
ings is not a matter of public knowledge. 
They were bequeathed by Mr. Hunting- 
ton receiving two-thirds and Henry Ed- 
ward Huntington one-third, subject to 
the condition that such shares should not, 
in whole or in part, be disposed of dur- 
ing the lifetime of either, except with 
the consent of both such legatees, or the 
survivors of them. About one year ago, 
before the death of Mr. Huntington, what 
was known as the Speyer-Huntington 
syndicate acquired, according tv _ pub- 
lished reports, the Crocker holdings, par 
value $29,000,000, and Stanford holdings, 
$20,000,000, and the WHubbard holdings, 
$2,000,000. It was also reported at the time 
that the syndicate had purchased the 
Searles holdings of $26,000,000, but this was 
subsequently denied. At the last annual 
meeting of the Southern Pacific stock- 
holders Mr. Huntington voted nine-tenths 
of the stock, which included the proxies 
of Speyer & Co. and their friends. 


Importance of Deal. 

The total authorized stock of the South- 
ern Pacific is $200,000,000, including $67,274,- 
200,.exchanged in 1899 for Central Pacific 
stocks. The Southern Pacific Company 
owns no stock in fee, but principally 
through ownership of stock, and partly 
by lease, it operates a great system of 
roads, extending from San Francisco to 
New Orleans (thence by company’s 
steamers to New York, etc.,) and to Port- 
land, Ore., to Ogden, Utah, with branches. 

The importance of the new deal grows 
when viewed in connection with the ac- 
quisition in November last by the South- 
ern Pacific of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company with its immense distributing 
power on the Pacific coast. 

The acquisition of the Southern Pacific 
is merely another move in the community 
of interest policy which has already se- 
cured ‘such a vast hold on the railroads 
of the country. It means the establish- 
ment of an all-raf] trans-continental road 
governed directly by this policy. Mr. Har- 
riman is president of the Chicago and 
Alton road. He is also a director in the 
Union Pacific, in the Illinois Central, in 


| the Oregon Railway and Navigation Com- 


pany and in the Oregon Short Line Rail- 
road Company. In the Alton syndicate, 
by which Mr. Harriman obtained control 
of that road, the Vanderbilts were gen- 
erally credited with participating to the 
extent of $5,000,000, and the Gould and 
Rockefeller interests each to the same 
amount. It is'believed that George Gould 
will be invited into the present syndicate 
if he has not already joined.

Topeka, Kan., February 1.—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation today sent a personal letter to all 
the saloonkeepers in Topeka warning 
them to stop their business. The letter 
was addressed to the ‘joint’? keepers of 
Topeka: ’ 

“My Dear Hell-Bound Sinners." 

Ehe intimated that forcible measures 
would soon begin if they did not heed her 
advice and close up. 

Saloonists Alarmed. 

Topeka’ joint keepers are on the qui vive 
expecting a visit from Mrs. Carrie Na- 
tion. Mrs. Nation today announced that 
her band, organized on Tuesday, had 
reached a membership of eighty-nine and 
that she now had all the assistance nec- 
essary to wipe out Topeka's 120 saloons. 

Among those who have volunteered to 
help Mrs. Nation afe many young wo- 
men students of Washington college and 
followers of Rev. Charles M. Sheldon. 
Mayor Drew said today that Mrs. Nation 
would not be allowed to have the use of 
the city auditorium for the purpose of 
perfecting her organization. Mrs. Nation 
has been advertising that she would speak 
in the auditorium Satunday night to make 
final arrangements fer beginning a cru- 
sade against the salgons next Monday. 

Mrs. Nation addressed a meeting in the 
Kansas avenue “Sevnoai Episcopal 
church this evening and a meeting of col- 
ored people in the Affican Methodist Epis- 
copal church tonight, In both cases she 
reiterated her previ eclarations thé 
the saloons would have to be eradicated 
frob Topeka very quickly. §he succeeded 
in arousing the colored people to a high 
pitch of enthusiasm. 


Before the Courts. 

The question as to whether property 
used as a saloon in Kansas is entitled to 
the protection of law is now ‘squarely 
before the courts and will be decided séme 
time next month. A few weeks ago Mrs. 
Sheriff, the woman whd led the destrut- 
tive raid at Anthony on Wednesday, 
smashed a saloon at Danville, Harper 
county. Frank Osborne, the owner of 
the building, has now brought suit against 
her in the district court for damages. 

A New York plate glass insurance com- 
pany, one of the largest in the country, 
has sent its Kansas agents instructions 
to amend their policies on giass in all 
“joints,’”’ saloons and drug stores to pro- 
tect the company against loss by Mrs. 
Carrie Nation and all members of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 

At Hiawatha, Kan., E. J. Eicholtz, a 
drugeist, today made public his determi- 
Mation to destroy all the liquor in his 
store. This afternoon he emptied a bar- 
rel of whisky into the sewer and announced 
on Saturday he will publicly destroy the 
remainder of his supply of liquors, several 
barre!s of wines and whiskies. The affair 
will be made one of rejoicing, the local 
ministers and the public having been in- 
vited te attend. 

To Visit Chicago. 

Kansas City, February 1—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation is to visit Chicago in the near 
future and hold mass meetings to arouse 
interest in her saloon wrecking crusade, 
according to A. C. Rankin, of Pittsburg, 
Pa., who is en route home from the ter- 
perance convention just held at Topeka. 
According to Mr. Rankin, Mrs. Nation, 
accompanied by her husband and three or 
four of her followers, will go to Chicage 
the latter part of next week, probably 
stopping » day each at Kansas City, Des 
Moines and Sioux City. 

“The object of the visit,” Mr. Rankin 
said, ‘‘will be four-fold—to Iect the people 
of Kansas know that they are not a iot 
of crazy women; to give Mrs. Natiun an 
opportunity to present fairly the situa- 
tion as it exists in Kansas; to arouse and 
quicken the temperance movement in oth- 
er states, and to raise funds to carry out 
the crusaders’ law suits in Kansas.”’ 

It is promised there will be no damage 
wrought on this trip. However, it is said, 
that future plans of the crusaders include 
an extended tour of saloon wrecking. Mrs, 
Nation has received invitations to lecture 
in many eastern cities.

(ld Man Presents Maritime 
Resolution to Senate, 


CLAY THOROUGHLY SATISFIED 


Georgia Senator Declares He Is Will- 
ing To Stand on What He Has 
Done and Measure with 
the Buckeye States- 
man. 


Washington, February 1. —(Special.)— 
Senator Hanna presented to the senate 
today the resolutions adopted by the 
Brunswick maritime congress in advocacy 
of government aid to the merchant ma- 
rine, and, in the few words he said in 
presenting the paper, showed that he con- 
strued it an indorsement of the pending 
subsidy bill, and that he regarded it in 
the nature of a rebuke to the senators 
from Georgia and other southern states, 
who are opposing his pet measure. 

Some of Senator Clay’s friends in the 
senate were inclined to joke with him 
about this action at Brunswick, and he 
was asked if it would make any difference 


in the vote he intended to cust. 

“Not in the lIeast,’’ said the senator, 
whose speech against the measure was 
the opening gun of the opposition’s fight. 
“I know,’ he continued, ‘‘that this ac- 
tion, if it is meant as an indorsement of 
the subsidy bill, does not represent the 
sentiments of the people of Georgia. I 
doubt if 1 per cent of the people favor this 
direct appropriation to the already 
wealthy ship owners. I know that Sen- 
ator Bacon and all of the members of the 
house delegation are opposed to the bill, 
and that in this opposition they and I 
represent the feeling Of the people of the 
state. Certainly we represent the feel- 
ing of practically all of the democrats, 
not only in Georgia, but throughout the 
country. 

‘“‘Now, I have nothing at all to say in 
criticism of the very excellent gentlemen 
who took part in the proceedings of that 
congress at Brunswick, but, of course, 
everybody recognizes: the real influences 
which brought it about and, in a meas- 
ure, controlled its actions. It might 
perhaps be uncharitable to say that it 
was a Hanna convention, but tke inspir- 
ation for it certainly came from the men 
whom in this particular fight Mr. Hanna 
represents. Of course, there can be no 
criticism of the citizens of Brunswick for 
holding the conference and entertaining 
the delegates, for every city likes to have 
conventions and congresses of all kinds, 
and the business men of Brunswick con- 
tributed » give these visiting delegates 
a good a “ime as they do all visitors with- 
in their gates As for the congress itself, 
however, it certainly represented an in- 
finite small amount of southern senti- 
ment, if it represented any at all. We 
all Know how such congresses are made 
up and how easy it is to secure the adop- 
tion of resolutions bearing upon any ques- 
tion under the sun. I venture to say 
that not half a dozen of the very clever 
gentlemen who were in attendance upon 
that convention had ever read the pend- 
ing subsidy bill or have any conception of 
its real meaning and effect. They doubt- 
less: believe, as all of us believe, that there 
should be a revival in the merchant ma- 
rine. We, however, beliewe that this re- 
vival can be more certain’§ brought about 
by enabling American cayital to purchase 
its ships wherever it chooses, sailing trem 
under sensible navigation laws than by 
taking hundreds of millions of dollars out 
of the pockets of the taxpayers: and put- 
ting theminthe pockets of the few people 
who will be favored by this scheme of a 
subsidy. To all intents and purposes 
that gathering at Brunswick was a Han- 
na convention, and ] do not believe I 
would be particularly jeopardizing my 
political future by measuring swords with 
Mr. Hanna before the democrats of Geor- 
gia.

Some of the republic- 
an wiseacres of the senate have all 
the time been insinuating that the opposi- 
tion was on the eve of going to pleces; 
that it was not sincere; that the demo- 
cratic minority was without either pur 
pose or leadership. They have now 
found out their mistake. 

The vigor of the opposition was indi- 
cated during the early part of today’s 
session when Senator Tillman announced 
the democratic position. 

“IT want to give notice,” said he, “that 
the end of the session is less than one 
month away, and we have done nothing 
toward passing the appropriation bills. 
Now, if this administration wants an exX- 
tra session and proposes to obtain one by 
delaying everything by this Dill, they 
can have one; but 1 want to say that’as 
long as this debate lasts, and ft will last 
a long time, I am going to see that the 
republicans will have to listen to it. I, 
therefore, announce the absence of a 
quorum.” 

“Later, after the debate had progressed 
for some little time, the democrats showed 
their hand. Important amendments were | 
suggested to the bill—amendments which 
cannot be ignered and which will cer- 


tainly serve the purpose ef the-democruts i ae 


to force the republicans into acknowl- 
edgment of their real position. 
Clay’s Nicaragua Amendment. 

The most important of these, the one 
most calculated to force the hand of 
the republicans, was that offered by Sen- 
ator Clay, which is nothing less than the 
Nicaraguan canal Dill. Senator Clay 
introduced. this as an amendment to the 
shipping bill after a conference with Sen- 
ator Bacon and other democratic lead- 
ers. Another amendment introduced was 
the anti-pooling bill. Still others may 
come. for the democrats believe they are 
fully warranted in insisting upon more 
important legislation being carried " 
through with this subsidy bill if the re- 
publican majority insis7s upon its pass- 
age. Among the bills which may be 
submitted in the shape of amendments 
to the subsidy bil) are the Alaskan code 
and the District of Columbia code, both 
of which are important pieces of legis- 
lation and both of whigh are 
of great length. Of all these, how- 
ever, the Nicaragua Dill is regarded the 
most important. There can be no doubt 
that it is a perfectly germane amendment, 
for if there is one thing more calculated 
to promote the interests of the shipping 
of America than any other, it is the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal. Dem- 
ocratic senators say tonight that they 
propose to see whether the republicans 
are in favor of the construction of the 
canal as they have been protesting. 
Whether the republicans allow the bill” 
to go through in this shape or not, and 
it is, of course, highly imovrobable, its 
introduction as an amendment serves to 
furnish material for a great deal of dis- 
cussion, as also does the other proposed 
amendments. 

This move of Senator Clay is; therefore, 
of especial importance in that it shows 
the purpose of the opponents of the Dill 
to impress upon the country the fact that 
the republicans are willing to sacrifice ap- 
propriation bills and all other important 
legislation that is being held back, in or- 
der that they may pass this one piece of 
what its opponents claim is rank favorit- 
ism. 

Republicans Are Weakening. 

That the republicans are beginning to 
weaken was evidenced today when Sena- 
tor Allison gave notice that on Monday 
he would call u~ one of the appropria- 
tion bills. Later the steering commit- 
tee after him secured a promiseg that he 
would delay this action for a day or two, 
But with the large number of republic- 
an senators, who at heart do not care 
one way or the other about this subsidy 
bill, clamoring “for action upon other 
legislation, it looks as if it is the sup- 
porting forces and not those opposing the 
bill which are likely to go to pieces first. 

Senator Morgan will make a speech to- 
morrow in favor of Senator Clay’s amend- 
ment, and as the Alabama senator is good 
for unlimited talk on the subject of the 
Nicaragua canal, the managers of the 
fight for the subsidy bill are anything 
but pleased with the outlook. 

When the ship subsidy bill then was tak- 
en up and Mr. Rawlins. of Utah, continued 
his speech,.

INDICTED PARTIES ABSENT FROM STATE 


Taylor, Finley, Powers and Howard

Lexington, Ky., February 1.—(Special.)— 
There will be a meeting of the reward 
commission at Frankfort tomorrow, the 
purpose of which is*«to increase the 
amount of the rewards offered for the 
capture and conwction of the assassins of 
Governor William Goebel on the steps of 
the state building one year ago last Wed- 
nesday. 

The reward commission was created by 
the state legislature with the power to 
make sufficient rewards to cause the ar- 
rest and conviction of the assassin. One 
hundred thousand dollars was appropri- 
ated for its use. Caleb Powers, James 
Howard@and Henry Youtsey have been 
arrested and convicted. In the trial of 
these men the evidence showed several 
others equally guilty. The indictments 
against the then Governor W. S. Taylor. 
ex-Secretary of State Charles Finley, 
John Powers and Berry Howard failed to 
cause their arrest, nor has the $5,000 offer- 
ed for the conviction of each had the de- 
sired effect. Hence the increase. Ex- 
Governor Taylor and Charles Finley are 
in Indiana and the republican governor 
of that state hag refused requisitions for 
their transfer. Berry Howard and John 
Powers are in the mountains of Kentucky 
and defy arrest owing to the strong pro- 
tection of friends who swear they will de- 
fend them with their lives.

NO MONUMENT AT SHILOH. 


Tennessee Legislature Refuses To 
Make Appropriation. 
Nashville, Tenn., February 1.—(Special.) 
The bill to appropriate $25,000 for a mon- 
ument to Tennessee soldiers in Shiloh 
national park, to be expended by a com- 
mission of three veterans, to be appoint- 
ed by the governor, was rejected by the 
house of representatives today. The vote 
was: Ayes 33, nays 44. There was con- 
siderable discussion of the measure, some 
of the speakers holding that it would be 
better to expend the money in giving pen- 

sions to old soldiers. 

The senate passed the bill to prohibit 
the employment of white teachers in 
pudlic schools for the education of the 
colored race. Only one vote was cast in 
the negative.. The bill to allow women to 
practice law was rejected, as also the bill 
to make women eligible to appointment as 
notaries public. The bill permitting Mem- 
phis to levy a tax for the erection of a 
monument to General Nathan Bedford 


» Forrest was passed. The bill to prohibit 


the sale or giving away of intoxicating 
Uquors in the capitol building, or on the 
capitol grounds, was passed. 

Bills were introduced to authorize coun- 
ties to issue bonds for redemption of 
swamp lands, and building of levees; to 
authorize Polk esunty to issue $75,000 road 
bonds; to create the office of state immi- 
grating agent; to preserve the flags of 
Tennessee volunteers in the Spanish war. 


CHICORA PARK IS WIPED OUT. 


Admiral -Endicott Secures Ground 
for Naval Station. 

Charleston, 8. C., February 1.—(Special.) 
Admiral Pndicott, chief of the bureau of 
docks and yards, who is handling the na- 
yal station matter for Charleston, made 
an offer to Mayor Smyth today for the 
purchase of the city’s portion of Chicora 
park, where the station will be located. 
The city agreed recently to accept any 
offer made by the government, and hence 
the offer practically means that the deal 
is closed. The consideration is about $28,- 
000, It was said today that condemnation 
proceedings would be started at once by 
which the navy department can gain pos- 
session of other lands adjoining the park, 
which will be needed. The price of the 
owners is considered exorbitant, and the 
court will order a jury to fix a reasonable 
price.

PORT ROYAL WILL 
PUT UP A FIGHT 


Transfer of Naval Station to 
Charleston Is Opposed. 


ATTORNEIS ARE ENGAGED 


Ex-Secretary of the Navy Herbert 
Goes Before the Committee 
with Expert Evidence, 
and Is Heard at 


Length.

Washington, February 1.~—(Special.)— 
Opponents of the transfer of the naval 
station from Port Royal to Charleston 
have employed Former Secretary of the 
Navy Herbert and Professor Haupt, an 
expert member of the Nicaragiia canal 
commission, to block action by congress 
in behalf of the proposed transfer. Gen- 
eral Herbert and Professor Haupt were 
given a hearing today before the senate. 
naval committee in opposition to any ap- 
propriation to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the Rodgers board. It was an ex 
parte proceeding, and at the suggestion of 
Senator Tillman, the committe decided 
that the friends of Charleston should 
have an opportunity to be heard in reply 
to the statements made by tho represen- 
tatives of Port Royal. 

It is evident that the friends of Port 
Royal intead to throw every obstacle in 
the way of Charleston that ingenuity or 
money can suggest. The selection of 
General Herbert may or may not turn 
out to be a wise one, for he was forced 
to admit that the matter is practically 
settled, as congress Las already given the 
secretary of the navy discretionary power 
to make the transfer and negotiations for 
the acquisition of a site at Charleston are 
about to be completed. However, as any 
other paid attorney, Genera] Herbert put 
up a stiff argument in behalf of his 
clients, and endeavored to impress the 
committee of the want of wisdom in the 
government locating a naval station at 
Charleston. The burden of his argument 
Vas that Charleston and vicinity, espe- 
clally the site proposed for the naval 
station at Chicora park, is one of the 
most unhealthy spots on the Atlantic 
coast. 

General Herbert, after drawing a doleful 
picture of what might result from the 
establishment of a naval. station in 
Charleston harbor, because of its. un- 
healthy surroundings, next attacked the 
harbor facilities, and in support of his 
contention he called wpon Professor 
Haupt and Professor Ripley to testify 
that :t would be impracticable to establish 
a naval station at the site proposed, be- 
cavse of the insufficiency in the depth of 
the water acfoss/ Charleston bar. He 
argued that the government could not 
afford to establish an expensive naval 
tant at that point and proceed to con- 
struct vessels drawing twenty-five and 
thirty feet and then be unable to float 
them across the Charleston bar. General 
Herbert and his experts were only allow- 
ed to occupy an hour, consequently they 
did not have an opportunity to say all 
they intended to against the transfer. 
They were accorded a hearing upon the 
request of a delegation from Por: Royal 
which visited this city a few weeks ago. 
At the same time General Herbert was 
retained as counsel, and he was author- 
ined to employ experts to strengthen his 
side of the case. . 

Senator Tillman made no opposition to 
the hearing, for, as he stated, he is inter- 
ested in having a first-class navy yard 
and naval station established in South 
Carolina.

[CHILD LABOR BILL 


BEFORE ASSEMBLY 


Alabama Legislature Hears the New 
Measure Read. 


INFLUENCE IS ABUNDANT 


Alabama Federation of Woman’s 
Clubs Behind It. 


EDUCATIONAL FEATURES ARE ATTACHED 


Over 1,500 New Laws Are Now 
Pending Before the General 
Assembly. 


eee 


Montgomery, Ala., February 1.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Over fifteen hundred proposed new 
laws have been submitted to the general 
assembly, and after this week sessions 
will be held during the mornings, after- 
noons and nights in order that they all 
may have proper consideration. It is ap- 
parent that the acts in printed shape 
will be more voluminous than ever be- 
fore. 

The child labor bil] was introduced into 
the senate today by Senator Morrow and 
promises to become an interesting meas- 
ure, having the Alabama Federation of 
Women’s Clubs behind it. The bill pro- 
vides that no child under twelve years 
shall be employed in factories, printing 
offices, etc., unless a widowed mother, or 
totally disabled father, be dependent on 
the child’s labor, and that no child under 
the age of ten years be employed under 
any circumstances. No child under the 
age of sixteen years shall be employed 
or detained between the hours of 7 p. m. 
and 8 a. m. or for more than sixty hours 
in any one week or for more than eleven 
hours in any one day. Any boy or girl 
must be able to read and write his name 
and simple sentences in the English lan- 
guage, which provision shall not go into 
effect until next Maach, one year. The 
compulsory educational clause comes un- 
der section 5, which prevents any child 
under twelve and fourteen years from be- 
ing employed unless he or she attends 
school for at least twelve weeks each 
year, six weeks of said schooling to be 
consecutive. The bill further provides 
for a factory iuspectar to be appointed 
by the governor. . 3 

The cotton manufacturers in the state 
will likely oppose the measure, but the 
women and the school interests are solidly 
behind it and its passage is more than 
probable. 

Senator Norman introduced a new anti- 
cigarette bill, the former bill having been 
tabled in the senate. Its friends promise 
to fight it through to passage this time. 
The house today made an important 
change in the law providing for the ex- 
@:yination of pulic school tzachers, 
Semi-annual instead of quarterly examl- 
nations aré to be held hereafter and the 
fees assessed against applicants are re- 
duced one-half. The bill was also amend- 
ed go as not to interfere with the exami- 
nations of teachers in special school dis- 
tricts of more than two thousand in- 
habitants. Several dozen local bills were 
passed by both houses today.

OF GROSS DECEIT 


Charge is Made by Honduras Company 
of Georgia. 


CLIENTS LOST CONCESSIONS 


Alleged Attorneys Betrayed Com- 
pany While Acting as Counsel. 


NEW YORK LEGAL FIRM IS INVOLVED 


Stetson, Tracy, Jennings and Russell 
Accused-—Georgia Company 
Brings Suit. 


New York, February 1.—Testimony was 
taken at Newark, N. J., today before 
Nicholas W. Bindsell, acting for United 
States District Court Clerk Henry D. 
Oliphant, in the suit brought by the Hon- 
duras company of Georgia, against the 
Honduras syndicate, a corporation of this 
state, 

This is a suit in which sensational alle- 
gations are made by the complainant 
against former Secretary of the Navy 
Benjamin F. Tracy and the New York 
law firm of Stetson, Tracy, Jennings & 
Russell. The bill charges that these men 
obtained knowledge of the immense value 
of certain concessions, rights, holdings 
and contracts madeafhy the complainant 
corporation with the™republic of Hondu- 
ras, while acting as counsel for it, ana 
that subsequently a syndicate was formea 
by them to acquire the same concessions 
and rights from the bankrupt republic. 
Incidental to this conspiracy, the bill al- 
leges that United States Senator Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, John Jacob Astor, Melville 
P, Ingalls, Jr.. Charles MaceVagh, Wil- 
liam Seward Webb, John G. McCullough, 
Nahaniel A. Prentice and D. G. McMillan 
were treacherously induced to join the 
syndicate, 

The suit is brought that a final decree 
may issue requiring the defendant cor- 
poration to make an accounting to the 
complainant of its profits and to transfer 
to the complainant all beneficial interests 
that may have been obtained or acquirea 
by the defendant. 

Jacob R. Shipbeard, president of the 
Georgia corporation; testified that while 
the plans of his company were being 
matured he was warned by Henry L. 
Sprague that he did not know the kind ot 
men he was dealing with. When Mr. Jen- 
nings, of the firm of Stetson, Tracy, Jen- 
nings & Russell, returned from Europe, 
he told witness that Mr. Sprague’s warn- 
ing was unreasonable and assured the 
witness that everything was in his hands 
and no one could take it away. He con- 
gratulated the witness on his success 
in establishing the Commercial Bank of 
Honduras. 

The case went over to February $th. 


JANITOR IS UNDER ARREST. 


Dublin's Public Schools Have 
Opened Again. 

Dublin, Ga., February 1.—(Special.)—Rob- 
ert Wells, a negro janitor at the public 
school when the buildinfg was burned on 
the 20th instant, has been arrested 
charged with having set fire to the build- 
ing. Two negro boys who have been 
under arrest since the day after the fire 
say that Wells compelled them to get 
straw and kerosene oil with which to start 
the blaze. 

The public schools resumed work this 
morning, temporary quarters having been 
secured in an old city hall and one or 
two large private residences. It will be 
many months before a new schoo] bu'ld- 
ing can be erected. The people will be 
asked in a few days to vote for the issu- 
ance of $25,000 of bonds for the purpose 
of rebuilding the school houses.

Washington, February 1.—Charges have 
péen submitted to the houss committee on 
elections No. 1 against Delegate Rober’ 
W. Wilcox, the Hawaiian representative 
in the house of representatives, by George 
D. Gear, of Hawaii, who submitted let- 
ters purporting to be copies of let- 
ters written by Wilcox to the~Filipino 
officials. The alleged letters are of a 
highly sensational character. Qpe bears 
the alleged signature of Wilcox. It is 
dated Honolulu, January 31, 1899, and ad- 
dressed to Dr. Jose Losada, Captain Marti 
Burgos and Senor J. Luna, and introduced 
te them ‘‘a friend of mine who is a very 
able man to help you in your caus¢t.”’ 
Among cther things, the letter says: 

“Mr. ———— will be a useful ally to fight 
for the cause of the Philippines. 

Ready To Ajd Aguinaldd. 

“One thing is sure, that you could resist 


‘against any army of invasion—you have 


a population of 12,000,000, and already a 
disciplined army of 30,000 well equipped 
with modern arms. 

“Tt have already made wp my mind to 
jein. with you in your country against 
America in case they insist to fgnore the 
right, the justice of your cause. I know 
well my profession as an artillery officer. 
I have no fear of the whole world when I 
fight for a legitimate cause like yours. Be- 
tween General Aguinaldo’s ietermination 
and myself, it would be very little chance 


left to the invading army of the United 
States to conquer your country. Tell 
General Aguinaldo I have already given 
my service for your country, and I am 
ready to obey orders to go to your coun- 
try and fight for the independence of your 
pedple and country at any moment.” 

Another lett2r, dated Honolulu, March 
8, 1899, says: 

“Tt am thinking to go to the Philippine 
isiands and give my assistance to Aguin- 
aldo against the invaders—the hypocnitical 
yankees—the carpet-bag politician, Otis.” 

No Election Machinery. 

The petition says there was no election 
machinery when Wilcox was elected dele- 
gate,. November 6, 1900, and that many 
woters had made ro attempt to vote. It 
is alleged that Wilcox in his speeches 
prior to the election made use of the 
strongest kind of anti-American utter- 
ances for the purpose of carrying the 
election, telling the native Hawaiians that 
the Americans had stolen their country, 
and that a vote for him was a vote for 
the restoration ‘of the queen, and that if 
he were elected the queen would be re- 
stored; that said Wilcox was and is 
guilty of treason against the United States 
ir. that he did, as petitioner is informed 
and believes, since the anrexation of said 
Hawaliisn islands, write and send through 
the United States mails certain letters 
highly treasonable in their nature, wiere- 
in he did counsel and incite others to en- 
Sage in open rebellion against the: United 
States, and did so offer his own servicez. 

The petition concludes as follows: 

“Wherefore, by reason of the foregoing 
facts, petitioner submits that said Wilcox 
is rot entitled to a seat in the house of 
representatives during the fifty-sixth and 
fifty-seventh congresses, and that he 
shovld be «usted therefrom for the fol- 
lowing reasolns: 

‘1. Because no legal election was or 
auld be held until a mode of holding the 
same should be provided by the legisla- 
ture of Hawaii. 

“2. If said election was legal, Wilcox 
should be unseated and expelied because 
of not being a fit and proper person to 
represent the’territory of Hawaii, and be- 
cause he is guilty of the crime of bigamy. 

‘3. That said Wilcox should be unseated 
and expelled because of having written 
and uttered treasonable lenguage against 
the United States within the two years 
last past.”’

Washington, February 1.—(Special.)— 
Speaker Hendersén has. declared himself 
emphatically against the passage of any 
new. public building bills by the present 
congress. This seems to settle the fate 
of the Atlanta bill for the present at 
least. The house committee on pub- 
lic buildings at its meeting today con- 
sidered only those projects which are now 
under way and for which an increased ap- 
propriation is reported by the supervis- 
ing architect to be necessary. In all of 
these instances the estimates of the ar- 
chitect’s office are cut somewhat, bit his 
recommendation that increased appro- 
priation is necessary because of the in- 
crease in the price of building materials 
and for other reasons, was allowed. Mr. 
Brantley, of the eleventh district, who is 
a member of the committee succeedéd in 
getting a $50,000 increase for the Bruns- 
wick building, which will make pos- 
sible the comgpletion of that building ac- 
cording to the original plans. An in- 
crease of $3,000 was granted for the im- 
provements at Columbus, Ga. Other 
southern increases were Tampa, Fla., $75,- 
000; Elizabeth City, N. C., $50,000; Win- 
ston, N. C., $10,000; Bristol, Tenn., $5,000; 
Abilene, Tex., $25,000. 

Chairman Mercer, tn talking with me 
after the meeting of the committee, 
said that while nothing definite had been 
determined by the committee as to the 
policy to be pursued with regard to new 
projects, he regarded it practically hope- 
less to secure recognition for such bills 
before the house. Colonel Livingston 
has not, however, given up hope. He is 
urging a report in favor of the Atlanta 
bill, and says if he can get action by the 
committee, he is willing to take his 
chances of securing recognition. 

Colonel Livingston today tntroduced by 
request a bill for-the appropriation of 
$10,500 to the heirs of John M. Nace, of 
Georgia, in payment for a grist mill and 
machinery taken by the federal forces 
during the war. The bill is being urged 
by some of the heirs who live in At- 
lanta. 

This afternoon Dudley and Michner, at- 
torneys, filed a suit before the supreme 
court of the District of Columbia against 
Congressman Jesse Stallings, of Alabama, 
seeking to recover $500 which they claim 
is due them for services in connection 
with the contest case brought by Tom 
Clark, as contestant against Stallings. 
Dudley and Michner make a specialty of 
these contest cases, and were retained by 
Stallings when Clark filed his notice of 
contest. Mr. Stallings claims that he 
owes this firm nothing. Congress bears 
the expense of the contest cases up to 
a certain limit, and $750 was awarded to 
meet the claim of this case, that sum 
being consideerd ample,/as the case 
never got to Washington at all. This sum 
was divided among the Alabama attor- 
neys, who took testimony and managed 
Mr. Stallings’s case at that end of the 
line. It is claimed that the Washington 
attorneys did nothing, as they had noth- 
ing to do. The house committee has re- 
fused to pay this claim of Dudley and 
Michner, who now sue Mr. Stallings.

| WHITTLE ON SUPREME BENCH 


Virginia’s General Assembly Makes 
Selection. 


MAY REDISTRICT THE STATE 


In Both Houss and Senate a Warm 
Debate Takes 
Place, 


Richmond, Va., February 1.—(Special.)— 
The general assembly today elected Judge 
Stafford G. Whittle to the supneme court 
bench and he will qualify by thé 23d. The 
fight for his successor as judge of the 
fourth judicial circuit will be between 
Speaker Saunders and Judge W. R. 
Barksdale, of Halifax. The question of 
redistricting the state entered conspicu- 
ously into the discussion of the consti- 
tutional convention Dills in the general 
assembly today. Especially was this true 
on the senate side. In both branches the 
question at issue was the basis of repre- 
sentation in the convention. The senate 
devoted the whole day’s session to 
this, but without reaching a vote, and ad- 
journed till next’ Tuesday. There was 
shown to be a great diversity of opinion 
as to the basis of representation and the 
proposition of Mr. Lupton to adopt the 
house membership of 100 and add nine del- 
egates, one each for the districts with 
more than 27,000 population, aroused much 
opposition. Some senators thought their 
districts would not have the voice they 
were entitled to, It was also pointed out 
that the black belt and sections with a 
floating population would have too much 
power. Senator Maynard and others com- 
batted this idea and cited the fact that 
the black belt districts had been repre- 
sented by democrats when other sections 
were not. The house, realizing that the 
convention matter will consume much 
time, begun today to hold afternoon ses- 
sions, which are to be devoted entirely to 
this subject. Much the same ideas were 
advanced in that branch as in the senate.

Venezuela Continues to Act ina

TROOPS AGAINST AMERICANS 


Believed That Castro Will Send a 
Regiment to Oust the American

HE IS ED WITH MURDER 


McGough, Slayer of Policeman Os- 
born, Is Now in Jail. 


Columbus, Ga., February 1.—(Spectal.)— 
The coroner’s jury in the case of Police- 
man N. G. Osborn killed last night while 
arresting John McGough today found that 
the officer came to his death at the hands 
of’ John McGough, and declared the 
same to be murder. McGough, who is in 
the county jail, refuses to talk further 
than to declare that he remembers noth- 
ing of the shooting. He has employed 
good lawyers to defend him. The evi- 
dence against him so far is all circum- 
stantial, although the prosecution inti- 
mates that eye-witnesses to the killing 
will be produced. The byllet taken from 
the dead officer today is of the same cali- 
ber as the pistol found on McGough, in 
one chamber of which was ah empty car- 
tride. The case is regarded as a rather 
strong one. One of McGough’s brothers, 
George McGough, arrived from Mont- 
gomery today. Officer Osborn’s funeral 
occurred this afternoon, and was large- 
ly attended. The casket was covered 
with flowers. There is a movement to 
raise a public subscription for his fam- 
ily. 


WILL REGULATE LOBBYISTS. 


Force in Wisconsin. 

Raleigh, N. C., Fevruary 1.—Special.)— 
The house passed a bill to regulate ijob- 
byists, requiring them to register. The 
bill is an exact copy of the Wisconsin 
law, but the section was stricken out 
which required lobbyists to swear what 
fees they received. The vote on the bill 
was: Yeas 49, nays 32.

Graet Pressure to Secure Com- 
missions Under the New 
Army Measure 


MILES LIKELY 10 BE 
LIEUTENANT-GENERAL 


President, It Is Said, Has Already 
Decided Whom He Will Appoint. 
Recruiting Offices Open 
and Soldiers Are in 
Demand. 


Washington, February 1.—There will be 
no delay at the war department ig exe- 
cuting the army reorganization law. The 
reorganization scheme engrossed almost 
the entire attention of the military au- 
thorities today and the result will be of- 
ficially promulgated in general orders as 
soon as the bill shall have bedn signed 
by the president. The matters which will 
receive the earliest attention are the ap- 
pointment of the general and field officers 
and the recruitment of ten additional reg- 
iments of infantry and cavalry authorized 
by the bill. Recruiting stations have been 
established at all the »rincipal centers of 
population and all available officers in 
this country have been assigned to re- 
cruiting duty. There is an immediate 
demand for at least 5,000 recruits to meet 
deficiencies in the Philippines 

Appointments Made Out. 


All the principal appointments provided 
for in the bill practically have been de- 
cided upon by the president. A list of 
these nominations has been made out at 
the war department and will be submit- 
ted to the senate without delay. In case 
the bill is signed this week the appoint- 
ments will be sent to the senate probhe*ly 
next Monday. These appointments will 
include a Heutenant general, four major 
generals, nine brigadier generals and the 
colonels and other officers essential to the 
organization of the ten new regiments. 
The impression prévails at the war de- 
partment that General Miles undoubtedly 
will receive the Heutenant generalcy and 
that Generals MacArthur, Wood. Wade 
and Young are most Tikely to be made 
maior generals, although it is possible 
that General Merriam will be made sub- 
stitute for one of the four named. Among 
the officers mentioned as likely to re- 
celve commissions as brigade generals 
are Generals Bates, Wheaton, Chaffee, 
Schwan, Arnold, Rodgers and Wood, if 
the last named does not secure the higher 
grade. 

Including line and staff, the president 
will have to arvoint about 1,800 officers 
to meet the requirements of the new law. 
There is great pressure to secure these 
appointments and the president will be 
exceedingly busy for some time to come 
in making his selections from almost the 
countless applicants either for original 
appointments or promotions. 

Religious Issues Separated. 

‘Manila, February 1.—At a public session 
of the Philippine commission today Presi- 
dent Taft declared the satisfaction of the 
committee over the fact that the govern- 
ing body of the federal party had unani- 
mously subscribed to the separation of re- 
ligious issues from the party. He said 
that if the federalists had proposed to 
support any religious faction, the favor of 
the commission would have then been 
withdrawn. As to the provincial govern- 
rent bill, President Taft said that the 
military governor had reported that some 
of the provinces were ready for the estab- 
lishment of civil government. At present, 
President Taft said, the provincial govern- 
ments would be subordinated. to the mili- 
tary and the executive. The bill would 
be publicly discussed in sections, 

A representative of the Methodist mis- 
sions visited Buencamino today and sug- 
gested that the Methodists as well as the 
Presbyterians should address meetings 
advertised to be held at Tondo Sunday to 
induce Catholics to become Protestants. 
The Presbyterians and Methodists intend 
to baptize a large number Sunday at the 
village of Malibay, where the principal ef- 
forts are made. 

It is probable that the federals will for- 
mulate a declaration against the friars, 
avoiding, however, criticism of the 
church. 

For a Republican Party. 


An attempt is being made to interest the 
Americans here in the organizing of a 
party which would adopt a republican 
platform, possibly modified to suit the 
situation in the Philippines and would de- 
olare for peace on lines similar to those 
of the federal party. The projectors ad- 
mit that the scheme would be antagonis- 
tic in a sense to the federal party. They 
say they are apprehensive regarding the 
increasing influence of the federalists, 
especially since the latter have secured 
the backing and semi-official encouraye- 
ment of the American authorities. They 
contend that a republican platform, with 
a peace feature added, would cover the 
political aspirations of the Filipinos and 
that the adoption of its principles would 
show the Filipinos’ patriotic approval of 
the national administration. This proposi- 
tion has not been broached to the authori- 
ties who, although nearly all republicans, 
have practically ' indorsed the federal 
party; but the matter is being talked of 
quietly among. many non-official Ameri- 
cans who are of the opinion that the fed-- 
erf list re likely to secure undue control / 
during the coming municipal and provin- 
cial elections and in the matter of ap- 
pointments. 


Tampa Painters on Strike. 

Tampa, Fla.. February 1.—The unten 
painters in this city went on a strike to- 
day. They demand a uniform scale of 
$2.50 g day. They now receive $2.25 a day. 
They have issued a card decjaring that 
non-union painters cannot work. Unless 
the trouble is immediately adjusted other 
unions in the building trades are expected 
to join in a sympathetic strike.

taken ashore at Portsmouth and thence 
conveyed to London and Windsor for the 
last tributes to the great queen. 

The land ceremony, consisting in bring- 
ing the coffin from Csborne house to the 
pier at Cowes, was searcely less interest- 
ing than the naval function. At noon the 
gorgeous trappings of the chappelle ar- 
dente were disturbed. Over the coffin 
was thrown the coronation robe worn by 
the girl queen. On this was placed the 
roval regalia, wand, scepter and crown, 
which were scarcely ever used by the 
queen in her lifetime. Dummy regalia 
will be buried with her at Frogmore. 

Thousands lined the route in Cowes. At 
1:30 p. m. King Bdward and Empeéror 
William emerged from Osborne house, 
both in admiral’s uniform. Then came 


the coffin, carried by petty officers from } 


the Victoria and Aljlbert, preceded by 


mipers and accompanied by equerries. 
The Royal Mourners. 

Immediately behind the king took his 
place, on his right the emperor of Ger- 
many, on his left the duke of Connaught. 
The kine’s head was bowed. The em- 
peror was erect, his face expressionless. 
Then followed the rcevyal princes, Queen 
Alexandra and eight royal princesses, all 
afoot. Several of the party, especially 
Princess Beatrice, were sobbing bitterly. 
All walked slowly, three abreast. 

The king’s features bore the mark of 
grief. But in all that assemblage there 
will ever stand out one face—that of the 
German emperor. Its tanned, almost 
olive contours were turned fiercely toward 
the sun and his moustache brushed upper 
lip enhanced the firmness of his chin. It 
was apparent that the emperor was un- 
dergoing a mental strain, for his face 
twitched nervously. ‘‘Every inch a king,”’ 
was the manner in which the German em- 
peror was referred to. 

Almost behind his majesty was young 
Duke Arthur, of Connaught, perfect of 
figure and with a handsome face, quiver- 
ing mouth and nervous movements, Hard- 
ly was there time to recognize the indi- 
viduality of these -personages, including 
the tawney-bearded Prince Henry of 
Prussia and the clean-cut face of the 
duke of Connaught before the most truly 
pathetic sight of the day came in view. 
It was a simple little band in black, for 
all the world like the sisters of the re- 
ligious order mourning humbly fcr one 
of their order who had passed away. 
None was distingu'shable from the others. 
They all wore plain black dresses, with 
long crepe veils, and they foilowed meek- 
ly with downcast heads. Yet the first 
was the qveen of england, and with her 
was the woman who, if she lives, will 
also hold the proud title, and behind them 
valked the women to whom every knee 
in England, however noble, is bowed in 
ccurtesy. 

The spectacle of the two great mon- 
archs, followed by the women of their 
families and the noblest princesses of 
Europe, walking silently along the coun- 
try road behind the bier blazing with 
precious stones, will live long in the 
memory of those who saw it. The vener- 
ation and the love which the action im- 
plied were accentuated by the splendor of 
the uniforms of these kings and princes 
and the magnificence of the military dis- 
play which preceded them, a dazzling 
mass of color. 

Funeral Marches’ Sound. 

When the head of the procession emerg- 
ed from the roval entrance to Osborne, 
the scarlet bands roused the country 
echoes with the grand strains of the 
funeral marches. The crowds massed he- 
hird the solid lines of troops first show- 
ed admiration and then a keen realization 
of the cause of the ceremony. When the 
coffin carne in sight the tiniest boy perch- 
ed in the tree top knew that those jewels 
and that rich coronation robe only served 
to conceal the well-beloved features of 
the woman who for over sixty years had 
governed the people and had been belov- 
<d by them. 

In striking contrast with the black- 
robed women followed the heads of the 
royal household in gorgeous’ uniforms. 
The coffin was placed upon the gun car- 
riage. The pipers commenced their dirge. 

The procession marched slowly to the 
gate, where the glittering military escort 
was met, the massed bands breaking out 
with a dead march and the cortege pur- 
sued its sluggish way in the midst of in- 
tense’silence, save the music of the bands, 
to the pier. There troops were massed in 
close order. 

The body was reverently borne to the 
royal yacht Alberta by the eight stalwart 
seamen. * 

The queen and the princesses, as well 
as the king. were very fatigued. The king 
then boarded a steam Jaunch and went 
off to the royal yacht Victoria and Al- 
bert. Shortly afterwards the other royal- 
tles boarded the royal yachts, and the 
Alberta with her solemn burden moved 
away from the pier and the minute guns 
pegan their roar and the stately, solemn 
procession passed slowly on to the harbor 
of Portsmouth. 

There have been more magnificent pa- 
geants than that escorting the body of 
Queen Victoria from the house where she 
died to the royal yacht, but never has 
there been witnessed in recent world his- 
tory a procession more remarkable in i¢s 
een get we A nae and splendor with 
it Procession to Portsmouth. 

Portsmouth, February 1.—Three special 
trains took down the members of the 
house of lords and the house of commons,

the diplomats and other officials and the 
correspondents from the Victoria station 
to Portsmouth this morning. 

The fleet stretched from Portsmouth to 
Cowes, the turrets of Osborne standing 
above the purple hills. Abreast were the 
battleships Ben Bow and Colilingwood. 
These emblems of Britain’s imperial 
power were the policemen guarding the 
avenue, ten miles long, through which 
the queen’s body was to pass to the main- 
land of the kingdom. There were nine- 
teen British battleships, eleven cruisers 
and efght gunboats, not even the full 
strength of the channel squadron. Eight 
naval ambassadors of friendly powers 
were ranged along the Portsmouth end, 
while gunboats and steamers with official 
spectators formed the remainder of the 
southern line. The British ships were an 
imposing sight with thelr uniform deco- 
rations, coal black hulls. with a Hne of 
red just above the water, white upper- 
works and yellow smokestacks. 

The foreign ships attracted most of the, 
attention of the English spectators. Giant 
of the whole fleet was the Jananese bat- 
tleship Hatsus, the largest war machine 
afloat, a fortress of clay-colored steel, 
with the scarlet sun on a white field hang- 
ing at her stern, the fighting emblem of 
the youngest world power. 

Emperor William’s navy was represent- 
ed bv Nymphe, Victoria, Luise, Hagen 
and Baden, all blue gray colored upper- 
works. 

The Dupuy de Lome, under France's 
tricolor. was a fine sight. She is built 
with a prow-fronted long ram, high out 
of the water. 

Portugal was represented by the cruiser 
Don Carlos. Tha ill-fortune of Spains 
navy asserted itself at the last moment, 
for word came that the Emperador Car- 
los V had turned back from her trip to 
the port with crippled engines. 

Pathway Between Ships. 

The pathway between the warships was 
a quarter of a mile wide avenue of clear 
water. Queen's weather came at noon In 
a burst of sunshine. 

Shortly before 3 o'clock a puff of smoke 
broke from the Majestic’s side and a sec- 
omd jater a report cracked over the har- 
bor announcing the starting of the Alber- 
ta from Trinity pier. From ship to ship, 
the salute was passed odwn the Iine. 
Each vessel of the fleet was firing minute 
They all enrployed their short side 
batteries, so on the channe! sides were 
silhouettes of hulls, spars and iron work, 
before the backgrounds of dense, gray 
smoke. The sound was that of a great 
battle. 

Eight torpedo boat destroyers crept 
ahead of the funeral ship, moving in pairs 
like silent pall bearers marching before a 
hearse. They were the Portsmouth squad- 
ron, of exactly the same size, every inch 
of the hull and machinery painted a duil 
black with an officer standing like a statue 
in its bow, each of the crews aligned at 
“attention,”’ like sentries, on their decks. 
Then came the royal yacht Alberta, ves- 
sel on which the eyes of the world may 
be said to have been centered. She was 
a commonplace looking little vessel, ly- 
ing low in the water, with a gilt-trimmea 
hull and side wheels protected by yellow 
paddle boxes. The afterdeck of the yacht 
was roofed with a white awning and be- 
neath the awning, through glasses, could 
be seen the catafalque on which rested 
the coffin. As the funera] yacht moved 
slowly past, the decks with warships 
were crowded with vcneir crews. They 
were all manned to their full complement. 

All at Attention. 

The sailors, in blue, with straw hats, 
formed a solid mass along the decks of 
each ship, standing with their arms at 
“attention.” A line of scarlet coats, 
topped by showy, shining helmets on the 
after decks showed where the marines 
were stationed. The fighting tops and 
guns were aiso manned. The officers stood 
out in showy, ful! dress array. The band 
of each ship took up the funeral march 
when the Alberta came abreast of her, 
and the spectators on all the other craft 
took off their hats. So, with all eyes fo- 
cussed on the tiny looking, purple bier, 
the remains of Queen Victoria were car- / 
ried by. 

Following the Alberta trailed along five 
other yachts, the Victoria and Albers 
carrying the royal mourners, Emperor 
William's yacht, Hohenso-lern, large as a 
warship, and spotless white; the Osborne, 
the admiralty yacht Enchantress and a 
little Trinity house yacht. 

Twenty minutes after the first pair of 
torpedo boat destroyers came abreast of 
the press boat, the historic parade had 
passed and was dwindling, smaller and 
smaller, toward the sunset, where the 
purple clouds and volumes of smoke made 
an over-poweringly impressive stage spec- 
tacle. 

Gradually the din of the minute guns 
lessered as the batteries of ship after 
ship ceased firing, while the funeral pa- 
rade swept around the end of thé fine 
and into the entrance of Portsmouth har- 
bor. When the Alberta entered with thé 
minute guns in the forts sounding, the 
bells of all the churches -in the citx toll- 
ing, the ancient frigate Victory moored 
there, fired a salute of muzzle loaders. 

The crowd in Portsmouth fs estimated 
at 100,000. Ewery town along the channel 
contributed its quota and the railway 
companies are helpless this afternoon be- 
fore the rush of people going home affer 
the parade. Thousands crawled into the 
stations and literally .fought .their. way 
into the trains. The special cars were at 
their mercy. 

Foreign officers, diplomats and mem- 
bers of parliament mixed in the rush and 
took their chances with the mob. . The 
cars going toward London were packed. 
to suffocation by ail classes of people.

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What the Chamber Should Do! 

With becoming enterprise and fore- 
thought, the secretary of the chamber 
of commerce of Atlanta has furnished 
postal cards to the membership, ask- 
ing for suggestions as to topics to be 
discussed and policies to be adopted. 

The Constitution, as a member of 
every agency for the growth of the city, 
has received one of these cards, and 
hastens to make public the suggestion 
which it would present. . The whole 
work of a successful chamber of com- 
merce could be outlined in one word: 

“Action.” 

Atlanta has long had chambers of 
commerce, not always under that name, 
but all intended for the same purpose. 
The prevailing inclination of the At- 
lanta man—that of “going it alone’’— 
has generally been the weak point of 
our commercial bodies. The habit grew 
up in the early days, when there were 
not enough interests to unite, and when 
each man found that he thrived best 
by getting his own points and keeping 
them secret. As business grew combi- 
nation became necessary, but it was 
hard to gect over an old habit. The 
grievance, for instance, might have 
been one of transportation. There was 
a demand for city action; the business 
men would meet, pass resolutions and 
appoint committees for future action. 
Then the ardor would cool down. The 
men most vehement in denunciation 
suddenly found out that there was no 
go00d purpose served by agitation. The 
truth was that after the meeting the 
old spirit of going it alone reasserted 
itself. and he called upon the man who 
could redress the grievance. This man 
being a conservator, seeing danger in 
agitation, quelled it by coming to time 
with the individual, and thus the usual 
quiet simmer was resumed where the 
waves had been dashing so wildly. A 
few individuals were benefited, but the 


general grievance remained. 
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Let us suggest to the Atlanta cham- 
ber of commerce that the day of in- 
dividualism has gone by, and that even 
if it had not, the interest of the city is 
too large to be quieted by a sop to an 
individual. When railroads combine 
from 5,000 to 10,000 miles of track, cov- 
ering a confederacy of states, the in- 
dividual becomes to them but a very 
small atom. But the largest of these 
railroad combinations has a most pro- 
found respect for an organized com- 
munity. When the president of a rail- 
road company knows that the president 
of a chamber of commerce carries: in 
his vest pocket a power of atterney 
for the business men of the city, he is 
inclined to invite him into the back 
office. There are no longer obstacles 
to successful negotiation. 

The railroads are the great develop- 
ers of the country. They serve a pur- 
pose not within the power of any other 
form of transportation. Railroad man- 
agers are the most enlightened as well 
as the most liberal of men in treating 
with the public. They are quick to 
note every opportunity of advance- 
ment. They are ready to anticipate 
the growth of business and to make 
attractive terms for the customers. It 
must be remembered, however, that 
while they have instant recognition for 
the wideawake business man, they also 
know a chump as soon as they lay 
eyes upon him. They vastly prefer the 
wideawake man, however. 

What Atlanta wants, then, is action 
—united action—whefe the voice of one 
man is the voice of all. In this way 
we can state our grievances with ac- 
curacy, and the railroad men will rem- 
edy them with celerity. If the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, acting as one 
man, wil] make its bow to the public 
and announce the fact, and wil] then 
sit up regularly to watch the bulletins, 


' @ great change will be observed. At- 
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lanta is a trading city. No matter 
how strong manufacturing may become 
here, this will remain a trading city. 
The freight rate is an essential part of 
our business. 

We trust that the chamber of com- 
merce will find time to discuss the 
practical side of this question. At all 
events, do not let the banquet end the 
whole matter.

the death of one whose least emblem 
royalty was her crown. 
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birth which placed her upon the thron 
of England and permitted her through 
an unperalleleg reign of hearly sixty- 
four years to wear the crown of the 
world’s greatest empire; but rather are 
they based upon the attributes of her 
still more regal womanhood, which in- 
vested her exalted station with in- 
creased royalty while it gave queenly 
interpretation to the loftiest ideals of 
her sex. 

Looking with poetic eyes through the 
glass of prophecy some fifty years ago, 
Tennyson made this prediction, which 
time has almost literally fulfilled. We 
quote from the stanzas in which he 
dedicated his first volume.af poems to 
the queen on being made poet laureate 
in 1851. In part the poem runs as fol- 
lows: 


* * * May you rule us long. 


And leave us rulers of your blood 
As noble til the latest day, 
May children of one children say 
She wrought her people lasting good. 


Her court was pure; her life serene; 
God gave her peace; her land reposed; 
A thousand claims to reverence closed 

In her as mother, wife and queen. 
This prophecy, which has been ful- 

filled in her reign, fully explains the 
love in which she was held by her loyal 
subjects throughout ‘her world-wide 
allegiance and justifies the impulse 
which prompts countless admirers in 
democratic America to join in the 
manifestations of grief which her death 
has called forth. 
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One View of Co-Education. 


The discussion of co-education, now 
going on in Chicago, may not be with- 
out interest to an influential circle of 
ladies in Georgia whose advocacy of 
this principle hag not been forgotten. 

Professor Graham H. Harris, presi- 
dent of the board of education and a 
graduate of the University of Virginia, 
does not think it wise for boys and 
girls of a susceptible age to be thrown 
together. “Experience has demon- 
strated,” he says, “that co-education 
fails to produce the best results among 
young men and young women of mar- 
riageable age. ‘Dove cotes’ and the 
sfrenuous labor of wrestling with sci- 
ence and the linguistic intricacies of 
Hebrew and Sanscrit will never go suc- 
cessfully together.” 

This conclusion he arrives at be- 
cause the boy of twenty will be twenty, 
even though at school, and the girl 
will be just as much eighteen inside as 
out of’ it. The result is marriages 
which should have been postponed for 
years. Further than this even he goes, 
when he says: 

But not only are the college careers 
of the students brought to an end fre- 
quently by these matrimonial plunges, 
but the work of those of both sexes is 
interrupted by amusements that form 
part of the life of the place. The dances, 
receptions and carriage rides are not con- 
ducive to steady labor. Young women. 
educated in co-educational universities are 
not equal in scholarship to those grad- 
uated from institutions which are for 
them exclusively. I believe the facts will 
show that eastern colleges from which 
young women are barred boast a higher 
standard of scholarship than western co- 
educational colleges. In the grammar 
schools, and perhaps in the high schools, 
co-education has proved a gyccess. 

The misfortune seems to be that the 
natural consequence follows associa- 
tion, even in the case of strenuous 


people. 
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Australia’s Problems. 

Since the dream of Australian fed- 
eration has at length been realized in 
the union recently established in Aus- 
tralia on sound republican principles 
of government, it appears that the 
newly created commonwealth is being 
sorely put to the test by the various 
problems which are now coming up 
for solution. 

Some of the difficulties which the sit- 
uation presents are by no means new 
to those of us who enjoy the heritage 
of more than a century and a quarter 
of republican liberty on this side of 
the water, and no doubt the Austra- 
lians will make the best of the light 
which our experience sheds upon the 
issues which they are now called upon 
to meet; but it so happens that many 
of the difficulties which confront the 
Australians at this juncture are new to 
us as well as to them, and consequent- 
ly they will be put to the necessity of 
establishing new precedents. Still, if 
they can manage’to keep clearly in 
mind the well defined principles of 
democracy, they will encounter no very 
great difficulty in applying them to 
the ends of government. Most of our 
own troubles in the past have arisen 
not from any fault of the basic princi- 
ples upon which our government rests, 
but through our blunders in allowing 
other interests to obscure them, and 
such is likely to be the source of our 
greatest national danger in the future. 

But limiting our field of observation 
to the situation which Australia pre- 
sents, we find that fne newly chosen 
premier is making an industrious ef- 
fort to include in the budget which he 
expects to submit at the forthcoming 
session of parliament every problem 
which the commonwealth is likely to 
deal with during the next fifty years. 
Of course, this {is the part of wisdom. 
The premier is well enough acquainted 
with the art of legislative makeshifts 
and delays to know that time is a fac- 
tor which must be taken into account 
in the solution of the problems which 
now confront the commonwealth, and 
that while some of them may be dis- 
posed of with promptitude, others will 
probably hang fire for years, going 
over as unfinished business from ses- 
sion to session. What the action of 
parliament will be in dealing with the 
budget which the premier is preparing 
is an unknown quantity, but the dis- 
closures of the session will be awaited 
with keen interest by the friends of 
popular government throughout the 
globe. ~ 

First on the list of problems which 
the premier is engaged in making up 
for the approaching session of parlia- 
ment is the problem of federal owner- 
ship and operation of railway lines. 
At present the railway lines of Austra- 
lia are owned and operated by indi- 
vidual colonies, and there is great lack 
of uniformity, due to the varying stat- 
utes and regulations to which they are 
subjected. In order to overcome this 
serious difficulty it is now proposed 
that the various railway lines of the 
federated colonies be united into one 
general system owned and operated by 
the federal government. We under- 
stand that the bulk of the public debt 
of the colonies has been incurred in 
the building of railways, and if this is 
true, it opens the ‘way for relieving 
the colonies of mueh of the burden 
which they are now carrying individ- 
ually and separately by funding the 
colonial bonds into the national debt. 
Some conservative opposition may be 
made to the plan of uniting the rail- 
ways under one general system, but, 
on the whole, it seems that it ought to 


meet with adoption.,Government own- 
| . 


ership of railways already exists in 
Australia among the colonies, and it 
seems that the same reasons which 
have obtained in the federation of the 
colonies should likewise apply to the 
consolidation of the railway interests. 
To stil further strengthen the consoli- 
dation it is proposed to build an im- 
mense transcontinental line from Ade- 
laide to Perth, bringing about closer 
relations with western Australia, 
which is now almost completely sepa- 
rated from the other sections of the 
continent. 

Other problems suggested are those 
which concern international commerce, 
pensions, suffrage and contract labor. 
In regard to the tariff, it is likely the 
principle of protection will be adopt- 
ed with the reciprocity feature added. 
Old age pensions are being discussed 
with some degree of favor, but there is 
littie likelihood that they will be grant- 
é4. In the matter of suffrage, it is 
probable that the champions of equal 
rights will insist upon the ballot be- 
ing accorded to women. Several straws 
in the wind indicate that a fight on 
this issue is imminent. Another legis- 
lative struggle will be precipitated on 
the proposition to exclude Asiatic 
races and to abolish Polynesian con- 
tract labor. In addition to the prob- 
lems mentioned, othérs involving con- 
stitutional amendments of greater or 
less importance will bring on discus- 
sions. Our own experience enables us 
to understand the difficulties involved 
in the experiment which the Austra- 
lians are making. 

Of course Australia will] still retain 
her connection with the British crown, 
her attitude toward the mother coun- 
try being exactly the same as Canada 
now occupies; but the fact that she has 
become a commonwealth emphasizes 
afresh the progress which the demo- 
cratic idea is making, and inevitably 
the question arises in this connection: 
if the democratic idea is so firmly rooted 
in the minds of the people of the globe 
at the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury, then how much of kingcraft will 
be left to bury when the twentieth cen- 
tury expires. 


Growth of Greater Spain. 

The sundering of the political bonds 
by which friction was kept up between 
Spain and her colonies has already 
had a wonderful effect. 

An article in The Réview of Reviews 
recounts the revival of fraternity be- 
tween all sections of Spanish-spéaking 
people. Tradition of language, litera- 
ture and folk-lore forms a bend which 
politics might hide, but not obliterate, 
Therefore the writer says: 

Spain’s final withdrawal from political 
participation in the affairs of the new 
world, by virtue of the loss of Cuba, is 
likely enough to be the beginning of a 
new and a better rejationship between the 
whole of Spanish America and the Euvro- 
pean mother country. 

The people coalesce as soon as de- 
signing leaders are out of the way, a 
saying which has had many exemplifi- 
‘cations.

The Army Reorganization Bill. 

The final passage of the army reor- 
ganization bill will now be followed by 
a rapid enlistment of the regiments 
provided to be added to the service. 

Atlanta should be selected as the 
center for at least one of these regi- 
ments. Georgia has all along shown 
her patriotic spirit, having given the 
greatest percentage of volunteers of 
any state in the union. One of the 
regiments to be disbanded—the Twen- 
ty-ninth—was organized here. McPher- 
son barracks is an ideal military post, 
and is now in excellent condition. 

It is gratifying that General Miles 
has recognized these facts by recom- 
mending that one of the new regiments 
be organized at Fort McPherson.

Our Overworking Educaticnal Sys- 
tem. 

Editor Constitution: Your editorial on 
‘Some Twentieth Century Advice’ is very 
timely, The first paragraph is well calcu- 
lated to alarm every thoughtful person. The 
actual increase of lunacy is fast becoming 
a horrible fact. All over our land, the in- 
stitutions provided for unfortunate lunatics 
are crowded. The increase in population in 
our state has not began to keep up with the 
increase of its lunatics, 

You are on the right line when you attri- 
bute this increase of lunacy to the “heavy 
pressure which our modern civilization is 
putting upon the brain.’’ You would be even 
nearer right if you had said ‘‘modern edu- 
cation,” etc, I have been carefully studying 


‘this great problem for the past few years. 


I have visited the sanatorium at Milledge- 
ville several times. I have followed up quite 
a number of these unfortunate cases, and 
I am, in a measure, prepared to say that a 
large percentage of such cases are due to 
the over taxing of the brain before the 
brain has sufficiently developed. Why is it 
that so many lunatics are educated people? 
I charge our modern system of education as 
being a brain-killing one. It has reached 
a point at which it has become beyond all 
reason, 

My point is, that the brain of the child ts 
burdened with too many hours of study. The 
average child enters school at six years of 
age. It is required to remain in school from 
8:30 o'clock a. m. to 2 o’clock p. m. A short 
recess is given. This means five hours in 
school, Their lessons are to be learned at 
home, As a rule, two or three hours more 
of study are required for these lessons, and 
in many instances the poor little tired brain 
is too tired to sleep. As the child gets 
higher up in etudies, more hours of study 
are required. Few children of twelve years 
can get along with less than ten hours of 
study. By this I mean the five hours of 
recitation and the other time required for 
preparing the lessons at home for the next 
day. 

Now, I submit that no human brain can 
stand ten hours’ hard study in any one day 
without atonement. I may say that no hu- 
man brain can stand eight hours hard study 
a day for one month without permanent in- 
jury. Speaking the other day with a promi- 
nent physician on this point, he said: ‘*Three 
hours a day for a child under ten years is 
the limit, and five hours is the extreme 
limit for any unmatured brain.”” The remedy 
is in putting a stop to all home study for 
school children. Instead of children going 
to school to recite what they have learned 
at home, let them go to school to be taught. 
If any reciting is done, let it be at home. 
I know this remedy will reverse our present 
system, but it will also do much to lighten 
the heavy burden that now rests upon both 
the children and parents. My solution of the 
school problem is that the school should be 
the place for the child to attain knowledge 
rather than to tell what he has already 
learned. I also contend that the teacher, 
and not the parent, should be the one to im- 
part this knowledge. I go further, and say 
that wkh the advancement of our age, any 
competent teacher can give the average child 
a good education by having control of the 
child for five hours each day. And all this 
without any home study. . 

Do not misunderstand me. I cast no reflec- 
tion whatever on our teachers, They have 
been compelled to fall into the present plan, 
They are not responsible for -the fearful 
results. Many of them declare that they 
would gladly hail a change. Already some 
of the foremost teachers in our land are 
devising ways by which the present brain- 
destroying system can be abolished, 

In the light of all reason, I plead for the 
relief of our precious children, Surely the 
sacred writer was right when he said “‘tvo 
much study is a weariness to the flesh,’’ 
And “‘of the making of books there is no end,”’ 

Now, Mr. Editor, I have hundreds of in- 
dorsements to this plan. I have heard from 
all classes and all professions, and in every 
instance they declare I am On the right 
track. I could fill The Constitution with com- 
mendations and prayers for relief from the 
burden of our present system of education.

AS SHOWN BY CHINESE

EKIN, China, December 10.—(Special 

Correspondence.)—As every one 

knows, the Chinese are a very orig- 
inal people, In the matter of creating new 
designs for the American flag they are 
probably in the lead. The industry re- 
ceived an impetus a few days after the 
allies battered down numerous gates and 
walls about Pekin. The shining stars and 
bright stripes not alone attracted the eye 
of the Celestial, but he soon became aware 
that its folds offered to him a protection 
in his life and wares, 

He was wise enough to see that the 
American army did nvt come to rob him 
of what little he had. He saw that the 
American troops were not so brutal] in 
their treatment of the natives as were 
the soldiers of other countries. Among 
the very first things he learned was that 
those of his countrymen who were im- 
pressed intothe temporary service of the 
United States were being paid for their

Such 
was the view on one side of this ‘““Amer- 
ican” flag. The designer, ingenious man 
that he was, evidently figured that the 
came] would always be between any ob- 
server and some high wall so that the 
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Russians and Germans who, when the 
colle had finished his work, would pound 
and beat him, or, as was actually the 
case in hundreds of instances, shoot the 
poor wretch at night and impress an- 
other batch of him in the morning. 

With all these things in his mind the 
Chinaman did not need be told that In 
this fearful epoch of his country’s his- 
tory the American was his best friend, 
and he lost no time in following the ex- 
ample of some of the larger commercial 
house in hastily flying a semblance of the 
United States flag from their stores, ware- 
houses or other buildings. Some of these 
even were or very crude production, ow- 
ing perhaps to the haste of manufacture 
or ignorance of the correct design. But 
they answered the purpose and what is 
more they furnished patterns for some of 
the “small fry’’ American flags that are 
now seen at every turn in China—flying 
from joss houses, from the tops of com- 
mercial buildings, hanging in front of 
smalf shops, decorating little rickety 
donkey ,carts in all the thoroughfares, 
fluttering from the humps of camels or 
being carried by thousands of individuals 
in all northern China. 

Until acquainted with the facts, one 
will wonder what all the various flags, 
large and small, represent. Is that an 
American flag? Why, yes! And then 
you laugh or get mad. Then you see a 
coolie going along ahead of you with a 
fanciful, cray quilt idea stitched into the 
back of his loose blouse. That’s an 
American flag, too. Here comes a donkey 
cart, the donkey wearing long ears and 
a mixture of red, white and blue. You 


don’t know whether the mixture is up- | 


missing ‘‘stars’’ and “‘stripes” of the other 
side would not be missed. 

The most common “American” flag in 
China today is an ordinary piece of white 
cotton, of any size, thin enough’ to be read 
through, and upon which is inscribed in 
black an attempt at the letters U. 8, A. 
This grew from the fact that in the as- 
cent of the Pei-Ho river, when an Amer- 
ican flag could not be found anywhere, ex- 
cepting, of course, the regimental stand- 
ards, the quartermaster’s department hur- 
riedly had painted a number of white 
streamers to be hoisted on the junks 
which were used for the transportation 
of wounded men, supplies, etc. Thous- 
ands of Chinamen may daily be seen in 
the streets of Pekin wearing these black 
and white placards upon their heads, 
pinned across their breasts or upon the 
sleeve of a coat or blouse, 

But whatever it is—let it be clumsy, 
crazy, foolish or maddening—if it only 
claims to be an American insignia the 
wearer is safe. Of course, each China- 
man thinks his design the correct one, 
and I presume there are a hundred thous- 
ani different designs worn. 

Is it any wonder, then, that the Ameri- 
can sojourning in Pekin hesitates before 
answering the question as to how many 
stars and stripes there are in “Old Glory?” 

A great many people were parties to 
the missing of a golden opportunity in 
this Chinese affair. A trunk full of small 
yankee flags would have been a fortune 
to the possessor. But who jmagined five 
months ago that today Pekin would be an 
exceedingly Fourth of July town? No 
one,

MIMICKING MALADIES 
THEIR MODE OF [FE

T ‘s the trade-of the hospital fakir to 

seem ill. Every hospital in the United 

States knows him, and he will get into 
the wards where the beds are clean and 
the board is free as long as human na- 
ture js prone to deceive. The hospital 
fakir plies his calling with the enthusiasm 
of the tramp. His life holds a charm 
which is all its own. Its’ prizes are 
board, lodging and sometimes a little alco- 
ho]. It fascinates the simulator of strange 
symptoms, too, because he is always 
running what is to him the really de- 
lightful risk of being found out. He will 
permit the surgeons to dose him with 
disgusting mixtures; he will undergo 
treatment which would make a strong 
man ill rather than suffer detection as an 
arrant cheat. He also likes’ the attention 
which he receives, for it gratifies what- 
ever personal vanity he'may have to see 
interested and sometimes anxious physi- 
Clans bending over him, struggling to 
reconcile his often contradictory symp- 
toms. 

One of the shining examples of the gen- 
tle craft of hospita!] faking is a dissimula- 
tor of universal genius named Graham. 
He can at will be stricken with nearly 
every malady. known to science. One of 
his specialties is angina pectoris, in which 
role he is a consummate actor. He can, 
without apparent effort, develop a death- 
like pallor. His pulse flutters and his fea- 
tures assume the expression of qa man who 
feels that he is about to die. Graham, 
moriturus, takes keen delight in saluting 
physicians who discover hig fraud, with 
vitureration which is far from feeble, 
Pulse and even temperature are under his 
control, and he has the faculty of regu- 
lating every muscle of face and body. 
Graham, like several other well known 
exemplars of his class, was originally a 
drug clerk, who had become a drug fiend. 
It is his habit to Impose on the staff of 
every hospital in the large cities which he 
visits. His method is to fall in convul- 
sions in some street in the central part of 
the city, and after having remained in a 
hospital as long as his deception is suc- 
cessful, to go to the urban outskirts and 
become grievously tormented in mind and 
body. He thus gets a chance to spend a 
few days in each of the smaller hospitals. 
It ig said that he is_ still wandering 
through the country exhibiting his choice 
collection of symptoms to the medical fra- 
ternity 

Clever as the average hospital fakir is 
in his art. he must eventually be caught. 
The physician knows of many symptoms 
which cannot be consistently feigned. The 
members of the guild who can contro: 
their pulses, and who have the ever pres- 
ent knowledge and the presence of mind 
to keep up the appearance of illness in- 
definitely, are comparatively few. The 
humap instinct betrays the awkward 
fakir at once, and the detection of even 
the most accomplished one is only a mat- 


ter of time,

Probably the disease most often counter- 
feited is epilepsy. Many of the fakirs se- 
lect promjpent street corners in the cities 
where they “chuck a dummy.” to use 
their own vernacular. The purpose is 
two-fold. The sympathetic crowd which 
collects falls an easy prey to the dummy- 
chucker’s partner, who is a professional 
and accomplished pickpocket. The fakir 
himself is transported to a hospital, 
where, if he hag good Juck, he may be eri- 
tertained for a while free of cost. Very 
often, however, the epileptic forgets to 
observe some of the simple details. Per- 
haps the man with a false fit straightens 
out his thumbs when he clenches his fists 
in convulsions. The man who has a gen- 
uine attack of epilepsy always has his 
thumbs tightly inclosed in the fist, Many 
a fakir has been ingloriously ushered out 
of a@ hospital because he hag neglected 
this simple thumb ruwie. The hurler of 
false fits generally carries in his pocket 
@ small quantity of soap, which he uges 
to represent froth at the mouth, while 
he gnashes his teeth. It is inconvenient 
for the fakir if a wily physician finds a 
saponaceous compound in the epileptic’s 
waistcoat pocket, 

Many of the craft pretend to be in a 
state of coma. They are not so far gone, 
however, that they cannot hear conversa- 
tion. They often have to listen to biood- 
thirsty remarks about knives and quan- 
tities of bloed which are soon to flow. 
They will lie still until they feel a scalpel 
toying around their wrists. Under guch 
trying circumstances they have been 
known to clear the operating table with a 
single bound. This knife test generally 
succeeds where ordinury ordealg fail. 
Paralysis is regarded as a luxury by the 
hospital fakir. The skilled medical “ho- 
bo” hesistates to attempt it, but the 
novice will rush into a state of paralysis 
where fakirs knowing thelr limitations 
fear to tread. Often men with normal 
temperatures, nofmal respiration and 
normal pulses have had the shallow ef- 
frontery to feign paralysis.

Miss Carlotta Crabtree, better known 
throughout the dramatic world 4s 
“Lotta,” is tying critically fil at the Hotel 
Navarre, in New York city, with what 
the doctors call ptomaine poisoning, and, 
according to the latest bulletins, her 1¢- 
covery is doubtful. 

Miss Crabtree is reputed to be the 
wealthiest actress on the stage. She has 
many larg: real estate investments scat- 
tered variously throughout the principal! 
cities of the country, ard her fortune is 
estimated at $3,000,000. She was born in 
New York, November 7, 187. Four years 
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after her birth her father set out for 
California in quest of gold, but thé 
pionesr line was not suited to the tastes 
of the New Yorker, and he falled to get 
rich. 

Lotta’s choice of the dramatic profes- 
sion was purely accidental. In 185 she 
appeered as a singer in an amateur per- 
formance at La Porte. Her mothgr, who 
wes a talented woman and who trans- 
mitted her histrienic chatacter to her 
child, joined a variety company which 
was tourine through California, and in 
this way the girl developed her natural 
aptitude for the stare. 

When Lotta was eleven she played the 
part cf Gertrude in “The Loan of a 
Lover” at a performance at Petaluma and 
disclosed wonderful precocity. Between 
1860 and 1864 she often appeared in thea- 
ters at San Francisco, Those were the 
big days in San Francisco when men werfe 
lavish with the precious stuff they dug 
out of the earth. Lotta’s laush—which 
was destined afterwards to make hun- 
dreds of thousands of human beings mo- 
mentarily happy—delighted the miners of 
the '£0’s, and it was not a rare thing for 
the girl tc pick up a thousand dollars in 
nuggets and gold dist, which had been 
showered upon the stage by her admiring 
friends in the audierce.

A short time ago Don DeBlinkers, an 
Australian, died in Hagarstown, Pa., and 
the letter states that he left some per- 
sonal property. Before his death he 
failed to mention the names of his rela- 
tives, but among his effects was found 
a photograph of a woman, who was sup- 
posed to be DeBlinker’s aunt, This pho- 
tograph was taken at the gallery of 
Randall Brothers on Peachtree street, 
and the conclusion was at once reached 
that this woman, whose name was un- 
known, and who was thought to be a 
resident of Atlanta, was the heir to the 
property left by the Australian, 

The letter of inquiry, in company with 
the photograph, was then forwarded to 
this city. The following is a copy of the 
letter: 


“Steeltown, Pa., February 1, 1901. 

“Chief of Police, Atlanta, Ga.: 

“Sir—I inclose you a photo of a lady 
whose nephew died at Hagarstown, 
Pa. We do not know her name, 
as the young man died without tell- 
ing his family. ‘Therefore, all we 
know is this picture and the name 
of the street and the artist who took 
it. Knowing that there is a Peach- 
tree street in your city, I write you 
to kindly ascertain where this pic- 
ture was taken and what is the lady’s 
name. 

“His name was Don DeBlinkers. 
He was from Australia, so you see 
they were all foreigners. He left 
some personal property and we would 
like to find some of his people. 

“Hoping that you will-assist us 
and that you will kindly return this 
photo, I remain, very respectfully, 
sir, your obedient servant, 

“W. J. BAILBY, 
"216 N. First street.” 

The reception of the letter created 
quite a sensation and a great deal of in- 
terest was aroused in the case, owing to 
the mystery surrounding the where- 
abouts of the supposed heiress. Yester- 
day afternoon while bicycle officers Wells 
and Key were riding along the vicinity 
of Dunlap street they were hailed by a 
woman, who informed them that Lessle 
Ware was the woman wanted. 

Then during the eafly hours last night 
the telephone bell at the police station 
rang, and a woman's voice stated that 
she was Lessie Ware, and she asked 
some information in reference to the pho- 
tograph. “That’s my picture,’ said she. 
Call Officer Mayo answered the ‘phone, 
and as soon as the woman told her 
name he remembered her, and he stated 
that there was no doubt but that she 
was the original of the photograph. 

A Constitution reporter visited the wo- 
man at her home last night and obtained 
an interview in reference to the matter. 
He was shown a photograph of the Ware 
woman, and it was identical in every 
respect to the photograph in the hands 
of the police. The story that she tells 
leaves no doubt but that she is the wo- 
man for whom the search is being made 
with a view to her claiming the property 
of the dead Australian. 

It seems from her statement that De- 
Blinker was in Atlanta last winter; that 
he met her and secured one of her pho- 
tographs. DeBlinkers claimed, she said, 
to be a spiritdalist; that he was a strik- 
ingly peculiar man in every respect.

Two Speeches to the Side Will Be

The hearing of the street railway in- 
junction suit was continued yesterday be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin, in the superior court, 
but was not concluded, as was expected. 
The indications are that the case will be 
in the hands of the judge for a decision 
by noon today. 

The Rapid Transit Company finished the 
introduction of its affidavit testimony yes- 
terday morning and the argument was 
begun. Affidavits were presented to show 
that Cherokee avenue, the principal point 
of contention between the two compa- 
nies, has been improved as a public street 
by the city, and it is clalmed that this 
fact gives the Rapid Transit Company 
the right to operate cars on the thorough- 
fare. 

The Rapid Transit Company also en- 
deavored to show that the aldermanic 
board meeting, at which the franchise 
in question was adopted, was perfectly 
regular and that the adoption of the rule 
making the meeting possible was perfectly 
legal, The Railway and Power Comrany 
offered no testimony in rebuttal, but they 
have the opening and closing arguments. 

At the conclusion of the evidence it was 
decided that there should be two speeches 


on each side, and Attorney J. Carroll 
Payne opened for the Railway and Power 
Company. He spoke for about one hour 
and three-quarters, and he was followed 
by Attorney King for the Rapid Transit 
Company.

trol of the Oregon Short Line and the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Compa- 
ny. But these lines reach the extreme 
northwest in Washington and Oregon. 
The Central Pacific branch of the South- 
ern Pacific, however, will give the Union 
Pacific a direct route—almost an air-line 
route—from Ogden, its present western- 
most terminal, to San Francisco. The 
Union Pacific will now have a direct route 
eastward from San Francisco to Omaha 
and Kansas City. 


To Divide Traffic. 

Reports have recently been current that 
negotiations are pending for the control 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
which would meet the Union Pacific both 
at Omaha and Kansas City, and afford a 
direct route to Chicago, where traffic 
could be divided among the trunk lines 
which are already being operated under 
the “community of interest” plan. Such 
a plan, however, Is not necessary for a 
direct trans-continental line, for the Chi- 
cago and Alton already connects with the 
Union Pacific at Kansas City and pro- 
ceeds to Chicago and the Tllinois Central 
connects at Omaha and also proceeds to 
Chicago, 

At Chicago the connection is made with 
the Baltimore and Ohio for the Atlantic 
seaboard and thus isSestablished a com- 
plete “Harriman” trans-continental route. 

It may perhaps be a coincidence, but it 
certainly appears highly significant that 
the aypouncement of the purchase of the 
control of the Sotithern Pacific should 
follow so closely on the heels of the pur- 
chase by Mr. Harriman of the control of 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer Company 
and its connecting lines. A week ago 
Mr. Harriman bought the Deutscher 
bank: holdings of this company through 
Messrs KujDn, Loeb & Co., who were in- 
terested with him in the deal, and who 
are likewise interested with them in the 
present deal. Extensive terminals in and 
about Chicago are owned py the terminal 
company. They comprise 760 acres with 
a tota] of 280 miles of track. The com- 
pany also owns the Grand Central pas- 
senger station and 3,500 feet of docks on 
the Chicago river. 

The concensus of opinion of men in- 
terested in railroads and stock markets 
is that the price paid for the Huntington 
shares was about ‘$30 per share. The 
Speyer holdings are known to have aggre- 
gated about 550,000 if not 600,000, so that 
with the Huntington block the new inter- 
ests bave about 1,000.000 shares, or half 
of the capital stock. Rumor has it that 
the Speyers got $48 a share for their 
block. It is stated by authority, how- 
ever, that the Speyers have not sold their 
Southern Pacific bonds.

The week itn general business has been 
without striking new feature, but in ee Fe 
ot 
one of the great industries finds any scarcity of 
orders for’ goods, and busiffess is lone at 
Prices which show a slight tendency to rise, 
except in textiles which have been affected l-y 
the reduction of 10 to 20 per cent in the 
feason's opening prices by the American 
Woolen Company. This cut is expected to be 
indefinitely continued. Developments in the 
money market, however, indicate that the 
dry goodsc trade is preparing for a season of 
activity, and the new. woolen prices fre not 
lower than most buyers expected. There is 
nothing discouraging in the slight decline 
in commodity prices from Januery Ist ‘o Ieb- 
Tuary ist, and railway earnings continue large, 
increasing |.! per cent for three weeks of Jan- 
uary over last year and 26.2 per cent cver

While stee] mills have contracts on hand for 


‘their output from 3 to 6 months ahead, prices 


Maturally rule firm. Few actual advances are 
recorded, but there is expectation of a higher 
figure soon for. Bessemer pig iron, while rumors 
are numerous as to a rise in billets, plates and 
structura] materials. All these lines 3,0w a 
brisk demand. Wire nails and barbed wre 
were advanced $2 per ton, owing to heavy or- 
ders from the west, and it is expected tat the 
few mills still idle will shortly resume. Ac- 
‘tivity in Texas oil fields has an influence on 
the sales of pipes and tanks. Export orders 
decrease, and the Russian armor plate con- 
tract may not go to an American, although 
‘his terms were the best. 

Boot and shoe shops receive more orders, end 
although quotations are nominally vnchanged, 
many makers refuse new contracts withcut @ 
small advance. The upward tendency jis so 
general that purchasers are eager to do busi- 
ness at the current level. Jobbers have arr:ved 
at Boston in great number and inquivies i :di- 
cate that liberal sales will result. 

Leather sells freely, particularly of ution 
seal, but the large transactions were probably 
at slight concessions. Glazed kid factories 
are running at full capacity, but fail io meet 
the demand. The market is irregular with rwre 
quotations advancing than declining. — 

A sudden increase in sales of woo! at the 
three chief eastern markets to 5,412,000 
pounds, against 2,893,400 in the previous week 
is merely the recovery following such an un- 
usually dull season. 

For five weeks sales were 18,687,700 pounds, 
against 28,579,930 in the same weeks of 
1896, which was the smallest aggregate in 
five years. These figures indicate present ccn- 
ditions in this industry. Heavy weight suit- 
ings were opened at the expected reduction. 

Cotton vagaries have not been regarded with 
alarm by spinners, since a temporary co:ler 
cannot have any important effect in the corn- 
mercial world.

Governor Candler decided to appoint a 
board of inquiry at the request of Cap- 
tain M. Ed Wilson and Lieutenant Bar- 
thelmess, of the Republican Blues, First 
regiment infantry, Savannah, to examine 
into the imputations of misconduct made 
against them by the military court in its 
findings in the case of Corporal Harris 
The findings of the court in this case led 
to a reprimand for these officers from the 


governor. 

When the request for the board came to 
Governor Candler he referred it to the 
judge advocate genera! for a legal opin- 
ion as to whether it could be granted 
after the case had already been dis- 
posed of. Colonel George M. Napier, 
judge advocate general, has just re- 
plied stating that the officers are entitled 
to a court of inquiry. ,Colonel Napier 
holds that the courtmartial which tried 
Harris should have summoned these offl- 
cers before it at the time, sreferred 
charges against them and tried them then 
and there. The court, it seems, had 
charged under the evidence that the con- 
duct of the officers toward the corporal 
was overbearing and tyrannical. It was 
upon this that the governor's reprimand 
was based. Governor Candler says he 
will consider the matter and name a 
proper board of officers to make the in- 
vestigation as soon as it is possible to 
do so. 


Secretary of State Phil Cook yesterday 
issue a charter to the Bainbridge State 
bank at Bainbridge with a capital stock 
of $50,000. The bank has been doing 
business for some time, but has just 
secured a charter. The incorporators

Resolution Introduced to Put 
Him Under Sanitary Chiet 


NO ACTION BY The BOARD 


President Jarnagin, of the Board of 
Health, Named His Standing 
Committees for the Coming 
Year, at Meeting 
Yesterday. 


A resolution which was introduced dur- 
ing the meeting of the board of health 
yesterday afternoon providing that the 
chief of the sanitary department have 
euthority to change men from one dis- 
trict to another would mean, if adopted, 
it is said, the removal from office of 
Eugene W. Monteith, present clerk of the 
board. 

The resolution was introduced by Dr. B. 
W. Bizzell, but was held up until the next 
meeting of the board, which takes place 
on the 15th of the month. Dr. Bizzell ex- 
plained that sickness in the department 
might require changes and the object of 
his resolution was to give the necessary 
authgrity to the chief of the department 
to do this without breaking any rules. 

It was upon Dr. Benson’s motion that 
the resolution was tabled. Dr, Pierce had 
seconded that motion, and then Dr. Biz- 
zell announced that he was perfectly will- 
ing it should go over until another time. 
At present Clerk Monteith is only under 
the direction of the board; the adoption 
of the resolution would put him under the 
direction of the chief of the sanitary de- 
partment. The following is the text of 
Dr. Bizzeil’s resolution: 

Be it resolved, That on and after this 
date-the chief of sanitary inspectors 
shall have the authority to change or 
swap around all district inspectors or 
special inspectors from one district 
to another or from one special position 
to another as may, in his judgment, 
seem for the best of the department, 
including foreman of shops, stables 
and clerk of the board of health, fu- 
migators, milk and market inspectors, 
foreman of flushers, etc. 

It is probable that the absence of Dr. 
Richardson from the meeting was largely 
responsible for the postponement of ac- 
tion on the resolution. Dr. Benson stated 
he thought it only proper to wait until 
all the members of the board should be 
present before considering or acting upon 
a resolution of such importance.

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| ROADS ORDERED 


TO BUILD DEPOTS 


Railroad Commission Acts on Several 
Petitions. 


Ee 


NEW STATIONS FOR BLADEN 


Seaboard and Plant System Directed 
To Build Them. 


CORDELE TQ WAVE A UNION DEPOT, 


Will Cost $8,000, According to 
Plans Approved by the Rail- 
road Commission. 


The railroad commission held its reeu- 
lar monthly meeting at the yes- 
terday, all of the commissioners being 
present, and acted upon a number of ap- 
plications for depots. 

There was considerable argument pre- 
sented with regand to the request for a 
depot at Bladen, the junction of the 
Florida Central and Peninsular division 
of the Seaboard and the Brunswick and 
Western, in Glynn county. This case had 
already been determined by the commis- 
sion, but on request of Hon, F G. du- 
Bignon, representing the Plant system, 
had been held open ‘until the February 
meeting. Mr. duBignon appeared before 
the boand, accompanred by Superintend- 
ent George W. Haines, of the Plant sys- 
tem, and Cecil Gabbett, division super- 
intendent of the Seaboard, appeared for 
that line. Practically the same arguments 
were presented as at the former hearing 
of the case, after which the commission 
decided that it would let its former or- 
der stand. That order provided that both 
the Plant system and the Seaboard must 
pulld depots at Bladen at once unless 
they can agree upon a union depot to be 
constructed at} the Intersection of the 
tracks of their respective systems. It is 
probable that the later plan will be agreed 
upon and that a union depot will be built. 

Judge John I. Hall, of Macon, general 
counsel for the Georgia Southern and 
Florida, appeared before the commission 
and submitted plans for a union depot to 
be bullt at Cordele to cost $8,000. These 
plans were prepared by Architect W. F. 
Denny, of Atlanta, and were approaved 
by the commission. The construction of 
the depot will begin as soon as bids can 
be secured. This union depot will be built 
by the Georgia Southern and Florida and 
the Seaboard, and the Albany Northern 
will come in as a tenant. This action dis- 
poses satisfactorily of the petition of the 
people of Cordele for adequate depot fa- 
cilities. 

Tennille Depot. To Stand. 

It was agreed that the Tennille depot 
case should stand until the March meet- 
ing, with the understanding thaj unless 
something is done by that time the com- 
mission will act upon it. It is understood 
that the Southern has acquired the Au- 
gusta Southern’s stock and now controls 
that line absolutely. Representatives of 
the Southern promised as soon as this 
was done a depot would be built at once. 
It is expected, therefore, that the South- 
ern will proceed to build the depot with- 
in the next few days. 

The commission approved plans for de- 
pots at Howell, in Echols county, on the

Atlanta, Valdosta and Western, and at ) 


Young's, in Carroll county, on the Chat- 
anooga, Rome and Southern, 

The commission reduced the classifica- 
tion on gas cylinders, putting them in 
class 56. The railroads have been trans- 
porting them heretofore at a higher rate, 
though they were not classified at all. 
The commission also reduced quilting 
frames from class 1 to class 2. These are 
manufactured principally in Dublin. 

An application for a reduction of the 
classification of green hides was declined. 
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RAILWAY NOTES 


Stuart Boyd has been appointed travel- 
ing freight and passenger agent of the 
Charleston and Western Carolina rail- 
way, with headquarters at 38 Past Alg- 
bama street. The appointment is effec- 
tive February Ist. 


Threg million ong hundred and “(fifty 
thousand pounds of baking powder*came 
out of Richmond in one shipment over the 
Seaboard Air-Line last week. The ship- 
ment filled 105 cars. A section of the train 
containing fifty-six cars arrived in At- 
lanta yesterday morning. Five of the 
cars were consigned to Atlanta merchants. 
The Athantg and West Point railroad will 
take out seventeen cars of baking powder 
this morning consigned to Texas points. 
The remainder of the shipment, thirty- 
four cars, will be handled by the Western 
and Atlantic. It is one of the_ largest 
movements of this commodity that any 
southern road has ever handled. 


As a result of the Norfolk and Western 
purchasing the Cincinnati, Portsmouth 
and Virginia road there will be a redivis- 
ion affecting headquarters of several of 
the officials. The offices of superintendent 
of the Ohio division, the trainmaster, 
chief train dispatcher and road foreman 
will be removed from Kenova to Ports- 
mouth, and the train dispatchers and as- 
sociates at Cincinnati will also go to 
Portsmouth, the changes affecting fifteen 
men in offices named. 


Chairman Pratt, of the Southwestern 
Passenger Bureay, is said to be busily 
engaged fust now in prevailing upon of- 
fending lines to walk up and settle the 
fines imposed for violations of the agree- 
ment, and it is remarked that if all yield 
the strength of the organization will be 
materially enhanced. While al] the roads 
have insisted that they were being good, 
it transpires that the Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe has been fined $25, also the Iron 
Mountain, the Katy $3. and the St. Louis 
and San Francisco $200. The passenger 
representatives of these roads, it is 
stated, are guessing what their superior 
officers will do when they learn from the 
auditing department of the payment of 
thege penalties. 


In connection with the meeting to be 
held in Chicago February 6th to organize 
a bureau to stop frauds in railway trans- 
portation it has been suggested that a 
bureau be formed on lines similar to those 
of the bankers and jewelers, who have a 
bureau to discover. crimes committed 
against memberg of the association. Rail- 
road men allege that in no other line of 
business is there so much fraud practiced 
as against the transportation companies. 
This remark applies both to passenger and 
freight service, as shippers show a dispo- 
sition to commit fraud in making out way 
bills for articles that are carried on a 
lower rate than that of the tariff on such 
class of goods. It is proposed to establish 
a new bureau on a system that will in- 
form every railroad official the moment 
a fraud in connection with transportation 
ig discovered, the bureau to furnish the 
means of detecting the manipulation. It 
is thought that by prompt action in case 

of manipulation all the roads will be pro- 
tected, There seems to be a little differ- 


ome :

ence as to the best method to be adopted. 
Many favor the establishing of a bureau: 
Others favor turning all the work over to 
some private detective agency, an agency 
agreed to do the work for the 
railroads for one year without remunéra- 
tion, and if at the end of that period their 
services are found satisfactory the agency 
to be continued and paid a fixed sum a 
year thereafter for services. 
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President Fish, of the Illinois Central. is 
of the opinion that consolidations of great 
railway systems is inevitable and desir- 
able, and of recent tendencies in that di- 
rection he says: “Consolidation is coming. 
It has been coming for years, and I do not 
think that anything will arise to stop it. 
It ig the result of natural conditions, and 
of competition. The latter is recegnized 
as a good think theoretically, but there is 
nothing so harmful to railroads and also 
shippers as unrestrained and unlimited 
competition. It is not a great stretch o7 
the imagination to gee all the railway 
lines of the country amalgamated ints 
groups, according to geographical condi- 
tions, and each group contro}ied by one 
financial interest. How long it will be be- 
fore this Is an accomplished fact no man 
can tell, but it seems to me that it is 
bound to come, 

“I believe it would be an excellent thing 
for the public and for the railroads, be- 
cause consolidation is the only 
can obtain uniformity and stability in 
rates. It has been proved by the railway 
histery of other countries that consolida- 
tion does bring stability, and I do not be- 
lleve we will have this condition until 
consolidation is carried out to its logical 
conclusion, Rate cutting would cease, 


and an immense amount of revenue which - 


is now annually lost would be saved to 
the railroads. Add to this the decreased 
cost of maintenance, and you have the 
main benefits to rafiroads.”  __

Of Queen Victoria in politics, A. E. 
Watrous writes in part: 

“She was, as becaine a@ grateful Han- 
overian, a whig, and was the last of that 
omee powerful party. What Sir Robert 
Peel, the younger, called ‘that fine old 
Efigiish gentleman civil and religious lib- 
erty,’ summed with its grandiose vague- 
ness her notion of the political desidera- 
tum of the land where she reigned, but 
did not govern. Beyond the fact that 
Prince Albert was in favor of the repeal 
of the corn laws,.much to the .rage of 
the at that time and for a long period 
before thoroughly disloyal tories, we have 
as yet no evidence, and our knowledge 
runs up to the year 1860, that Queen Vic- 
toria dii not consider that the English 
polity became a satisfactorily finished 
thing by the settlement of 1688 as amend- 
ed in 1715. It is true, ef course, that the 
great changes in the internal government 
of her empire have, beginning with the 
attempted enactment of the second great 
reform bill—that of 1866—with the attend- 
ant Hyde park riots, come since ‘the date 
thentioned as that umiting our trust- 
worthy knowledge of her position on the 
Sreat changes of her time.

“I wish I were an egotist of the most 
superlative variety,’ said a gentleman at 
the Kimball yesterday.

Perfectly satisfied with him- 
self, he is above anything like unhappi- 
ness, 

“One of the famous English wits—Doug- 
lass Jerrold, I think, it was—used to say 
that after he attended a banquet he was 
always unhappy because of the matty 
smart things he failed to say. While 
at the banquet the bon mots wouldn't 
occur to him, but after the feast was 
over he thought of a score of witty things 
that he might have said. The egotist is 
never bothered like Jerrold was. He is 
so in love with himself that, instead of 
self criticism, he is always engaged in 
self glorification. What he says is just 
what ought to have been said and to 
talk of improving it is like gliding refined 
gold or painting the lily. When the ego- 
tist speaks the subject is exhausted, . 

“And, by the way, did you ever think 
that the egotist is usually a small man 
physically? Well, it is a fact. Recall the 
egotists with whom you are acquainted 
and you will find that they are nearly all 
small men so far as isches and avordu- 
pois go. Supreme self satisfaction usual- 
ly goes with a small frame. I suppose it 
is a sort of compensation for being sawed 
off that the little man is nearly always 
s0 enamored of himself.

IN EVERY WARD 


Councilman Barrett Announces in Fa- 
vor of This Plan. 


SPEAKS TO HEALTH BOARD 


Dr. Benson Thinks City Should Have 
Its Own Furnace. 


LESTER CREMATORY IS TO BE VISITED 


| All Propositions To Dispose of City’s 


Garbage Will Be Held Up Un- 
til Investigation Is Over. 


Councilman Charles Barrett, of the first 
ward, declared yesterday afternoon dur- 
ing a joint meeting of the board of heaith 
and the special crematory committee of 
council that he was in favor of establish- 


ing a crematory in every ward in the city. 

Dr, C, F. Benson, a member of the 
board of health, while discussing the mat- 
ter of disposing of the city’s garbage, 
stated it was his opinion that the city 
should own one or more crematories, 

The joint meeting was held for the pur- 
pose of determining what should be done 
in the way of disposing of the refuse of 
the city during the coming year. The 
city had, up to January ist, a contract 
with the Lester Furnace Company to burn 
the city’s garbage for $1,000 a month. A 
temporary contract had been signed con- 
tinuing this arrangement for the month 
of January. 

The Dixon Crematory Company wishes 
to build one or more crematories for the 
city in the event it is the purpose of 
council to purchase a crematory. The 
Lester Furnace Company also wishes to 
sell to the city the crematory which has 
burned the garbage for the past year or 
more. Messrs. Venable Bros. have a 
proposition to buy the city’s ‘sanitary 
wagons, carts and implements and do the 
work of cleaning the city for about $85,000 
a year for a term of five years. 

Councilman Barrett asserted that the 
city would doubtless have enough money 
in June to buy a crematory and it was his 
opinion that the committee and board 
should ascertain which crematory or 
method was best suited to the needs of 
the city. As a result of the meeting the 
members of the board of health, the mem- 
bers of the specia] council committee, City 
Engineer Clayton and Assistant City En- 
gineer Wilson will visit the Lester crema- 
tory on next Monday morning at 10 
o’clock to investigate the plant. 

Three chambers of the furnace will be 
cool then apd in two weeks the other 
three chambers will be cool. At that time 
the same gentlemen will then go and in- 
Vestigate these. In the meantime the 
propositions made by the various com- 
panies will be held up and not made pub- 
lic. 


CITY TAX BOOKS ARE OPEN. 


There Was No Rush Yesterday to 
Tax Assessor’s Office To 
Make Returns. . 

There was no rush of citizens to the 
city tax assessors’ office yesterday to 
make returns on city property, although 
the books were opered for that purpose. 

The books are always opened on Febru- 
ary ist unless that date falls on Sunday, 
but few people seem to keep this in mind. 
Up to the time of closing yesterday for 
the day, comparatively few citizens had 
called to give in their taxes and the tax 
assessors urge that -all taxpayers make 
returns at once, so as to relieve, if pos- 
sible, the rush at the last moment. 

Many real estate transfers have been 
made during the*past year, and the mat- 
ter of rearranging returns will of neces- 
sity consume some time. The tax books 
are kept open a reasonable length of time, 
but there are so many in the city that 
must give in that unless returns are made 
promptly there is a-crush at the tax as- 
sessors’ office on the last day. 


COURTHOUSE TO BE EQUIPPED 


Boara of County Commissioners To 
Consider Proposi- 
tion. 

The board of county commissioners wil! 
have before it at the regular meeting next 
Wednesday a proposition to equip the 
courthouse, the new annex and the old 
annex with a complete fire alarm signal 
system and a watchman’s signal system. 
The plan was presented to the members 
of the committee on public buildings yes- 
terday and it is understood that it meets 
with considerable favor. 

It is also proposed to place fifteen addi- 
tional buttons in the building and the 
night watchman would be expected to 
press these buttons at stated intervals. 
They would register the time in the office 
of the company and would show whether 
the watchman was doing his duty. If the 
button should not be pressed at the proper 
time, the company would wait fen min- 
utes and if no signal had still not been 
received, a man would be immediately dis- 
patched to the courthouse to ascertain the 
cause. The indications are that opposi- 
tion will be raised in the board to this 
system.

NOTICE OF WATER’ BOND 
ELECTION. 


Atlanta, Ga., January 29, 1901.—Notice is 
hereby given to the qualified voters, of the 
city of Atlanta, that the mayor and general 
council of said city have called an election 
to be held at the several voting precincts in 
the city of Atlanta, within the legal hours for 
holcing electicns, on WeJlnesday, 20th cay of 
Merch, !I90!, to determine whether the qual- 
ified voters of the city of Atlanta will assent 
by the requisite ‘two-ttirds majority to the 
issue of $200,000 of bonds of the city cf At- 
lauta, to be sold for not less fhan jar, and 
the proceeds thereof appited vunly to thé ex- 
tension and better equipment of the water- 
works system of the city of Atlanta. The bonds 
proposed to be issued are two hundred bonds, 
of said city of Atlanta, of the denomination 
of $1,000 euch, to run thirty years, and tear 
interest at the rate of 3% per centum per 
annum. The principal anu interest of said 
bonds to be payable in gold coin of the United 
States of America, of the present standard of 
weight and fineness, and no part of che prin- 
cipal of said bonds to be paid before maturity, 
and the interest tc be paid semi-annually. In 
the event said bonds are issued, an annual 
tax will be levied, beginning with the year 
190!, and continuing through the year |930, 
sufficient in amount to pay $7,000 per annum 
of interest on said bonds, and $6,667 per an- 
rum, on account of the principal of said bonds; 
the amount so raised on account of the principal 
of said bonds to be put in the sinking fund 
of said city, and kept by the sinking fund cum- 
raission, and applied at the maturity of the 
bonds to their payment. 

Notice is also given, that the ‘ax collector 
of Fulton county, as registrar of voters for 
elections ordered by the mayor and general 
‘council of the city of- Atlanta, has opened books 
of registration, for the purpose of registering 
the cualified voters of the city, under the or- 
dinances thereof, and that said registrar will 
keep said books of registration open daily, 
Sundays excepted, until within ten days of the 
day of said election, at his office, In the annex 
of the courthcuse, on East Hunter street, be- 
tween .South Prycr street and Central avenue, 
in the city of Atlanta, and only thase voters 
whose names appear upon said registration 
book. as qualified to vote tn the city elections 
for the present year, sh all be permitted to vote 
in said water bond election. The voters fa- 
voring the proposed issue of bonds shall have 
written or printed on their tickets the words: 

‘Por the tssue of $200,000 of bonds, for the 
exter sion and better equipment of the water- 
works;’’ and these opposing the issue of honds, 
shall have written or printed on their tickets, 
the words: ‘‘Against the issue of $200,000 
of bonds for the extension and better equip- 
ment of the waterworks.’’ The election shall 
be conducted under the same rules and regu- 
lations governing the election of mayor, a'der- 
mer and eounctimen. 

This notice is given in pursuance of an ordi- 
nanee calling said election, approved on the 
26th day of January, !901.

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GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS. 


General Presentments of Grand Jury 
for the Fall Term of 


Court. 


To the Honorable J. H. Lumpkin, Judge of 
Superior Court, Atlanta Circuit: We, the grand 
jury for the fall term, 1900, of Fulton su 
rior court, respectfully submit the following 
general presertments, based on the various 
committee reports which are attached and to 
each and all of which reference is hereby 


made, 
Roads and Bridges. 


The work of permanent improvement of the 
main thoroughfares is progressing satisfactorily 
in extent, character of work, and reduction 
of grades. Repair of roads in Collins district; 
& part of old Mason and Turner’s Ferry road, 
and opening of a new road beginning at An- 
tioch church and school house is recommended, 
(See committee report.) 


Public Buildings and Grounds. 


The jail is in good condition in the main, 
but we are sorry to note that the recommen- 
dations of the grand jury, spring term, 1900, 
relative to the improvement of facilities for 
the care of lunatics, the preparation of padded 
cells, the better protection of the tower against 
the inflow of rain, etc., have not been heeded. 

It is very necessary that these matters be 
atterded to and we do most strongly recom- 
mend the installation of one or more padded 
cells and other facilities for care of lunatics, 
the protection of the Tower and the elevator 
shaft, as specified in the committee’s report, 
also the reducticn of the grade of the drive- 
ways into the jail lot. 

Further, the nearing completion of the court- 
house annex and the consequent concentra- 
tion of the various courts renders it impera- 
tive that noiseless pavement be laid on Pryor 
street between Mitchell and Alabama, on Hun- 
ter between Central avenue and Whitehall, in 
place of the granite block now thereon, in or- 
der that a reasonable degree of quietude may 
prevail in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the courts. This work should 
be done at once,-and we are disappointed to 
note again a failure of the county commis- 
sioners to heed a timely recommendation of 
the grand jury of the spring term, |900, and 
We do strongly recommend that this work be 
done without delay. 


Record Committee. 


The report of the committee sounds a note 
of warning as to the danger menacing the in- 
valuable papers and records of the superior 
court and the ordinary’s office. The loss by 
fire of these papers would be irreparable and 
we strongly recommend that the necessary 
steps be taken at once to secure their pro- 
cection.

County Chaingang. 

We recommend a thorough everhauling of the 
Humphries street camp; a marked improve- 
ment in the sleeping quarters and sanitary ar- 
rangements is very necessary. The commit- 
tee’s report suggests minor improvements else- 


where. 
Almshouse. 


The conditions prevailing at the almshouse 
are good. The management is excellent; good 
food and plenty of it; comfortable quarters, 
necessary medical attention, al] contribute to 
the welfare of the county’s poor. 

We recommend the extension of the white 
male ward and the building of an eating room 
for the negro quarters, as indicated by the 
committee. 


Justice of the Peace Dockets. 


We recommend fhe uniform requirement that 
all justices of the peace and notaries public, 
ex-officio justices of the peace shall docket 
every warrant issued and suit instituted at 
the time of commencement thereof. The code 
section is variously construed and no uni- 
formity of procedure obtains. 

We strongly recommend a regulation of the 
methods of handling bond @ases. There is too 
much looseness by some of the magistrates in 
the acceptance of bondsmen, and also in fre- 
lieving of same. This, while operating satis- 
factorily for the bondsmen, enables easy es- 
cape for the defendant from prosecution. 


County Schools. 


While the conditions prevailing in the coun- 
ty schools as to organization and methods are 
pleasing, there is a lack of enterprise and pub- 
lic spirit in some sections of the county, and 
shorter school terms result. We recommend 
the county commissioners do road work in vi- 
cinity of schoolhouses and proposed sites for 
same, and in other ways encourage the people 
of the barkward sections to seek a better- 
ment of school facilities. 


Medical Colleges. 


The committee’s report shows nothing for 
special presentment this term. 


Pensions. 


The pension list for 190! has-.not been fur- 
nished by state authorities, hence there is no 
recommendation to make. 


Game Law. 


We recommend that the provision of the act 
approved December 20, 1899, making it un- 
lawful for any person to trap, net, kill or in 
any way take for the purpose of sale, except 
upon his own land, wild turkeys, quails, doves, 
or deer without a license, shall be applied to 
and take effect in the county of Fulton. 
Pay of Jurors and Bajliffs. 


We recommend that the pay of jurors and 
bailiffs remain the same as now fixed by 
law. 

Conclusion. 


In taking leave of the court, we beg to ex- 
press to Hon. J. H. Lumpkin, judge of the 
superior court of this circuit, our apprecia- 
tion of the helpful and comprehensive charge 
which he delivered to us at thé beginning of 
our labors, as well as the efficient and able 
manner in which he administers the important 
functions of his office. 

We desire to thank the solicitor genera] of 
this circuit for the many courtesies shown to 
us by him and to express In behalf of the peo- 
ple of this county, to Judge John 8S. Candler, 
and the solicitor generhl, their gratification at 
the speedy and efficient manner in which the 
criminal business of the court is transacted. 
The taxpayers of the county are greatly in- 
debted to these two efficient officers for the 
manner in which criminal cases are disposed 
of. not only promptly delf¥ering the jail of 
prisoners but shortening the terms of the crim- 
inal court. 

We recommend that these general p:esent- 
ments be published in the daily papers of the 
city and also in the Fulton County Daily Re- 
port.
